Night classes at Lewis Institute 
finished his education. A deal with 
R. F. Outeault, cartoonist, let him 
use the popular Buster Brown as a 
label for bread which he marketed 
across the country. He _ pioneered 
health regulation in bakeries, wrapped 
bread, sliced bread, two loaves, and 
the part loaf. 

He designed and remodeled bake- 
ries, organized sales set ups, made 
drivers inte salesmen and route riders 
into supervisors. He promoted engi- 
neering service, streamline produc- 
tion, mechanical and technical ad- 
vancement, and a research service 
which brought bakery laboratory find- 
ings to the country’s industry each 
month. 

His hobbies which furnished an 
outlet for his business career, includ- 
ed his estate, consisting of a nine 
room home, a game lodge, a five room 
caretaker’s cottage, a six room guest 
house, and a mainland lagoon fed by 
an artesian well. On one of the three 
lagoon islands is his Chinese Pagoda 
in a setting of Chinese shrubbery and 
carved Oriental bridges: The pagoda 
has a Tree of Life door from a Chi- 
nese temple, and houses many Chinese 
objects of art. 

Of all the tributes paid this won- 
derful man at his retirement dinner, 
given by the Bakers Club of Chicago 
in the Walnut Room of the Bismarck 
Hotel, perhaps the finest was by Ge- 
rard R. Williams, President of the 
Williams Baking Company, Scranton, 
Pennsylvania, He characterized Ed 
Long as “a personal friend, a valued 
helper, a tireless associate, a creator 
of ideas, a weaver of dreams, and a 
father confessor.”

This department is delighted to 
welcome back to active participation 
in our hobby, one of its best known 
figures for many years, Jack L. Caidin. 
There is hardly a collector of classi- 
cal vocals who does not have one 
or more records with the O.R.S. la- 
bel, issued by this veteran in the his- 
torical record collecting field and also, 
at one time owner of the Collector’s 
Record Shop, in New York City. 
And now, in his own words: ‘The 
itch for old records got the best of 
me and I’m back in the field again.” 
So, with due acknowledgement to “the 
itch,” we wish Mr. Caidin luck, and 
hope that his plans to issue “three 
to four records a month” may be 
successfully carried out. 

Judging from the efforts put into 
this new LP project, it was ap- 
proached with a serious desire to 
achieve worth-while results. The de- 
velopment of a radically new method 
is claimed for the faithful reproduc- 
tion of the tone and quality of the 
voice, based on some eighteen months 
of thorough research in the technical 
side of recording. This research is 
still going on and future releases, 
which will also include re-recordings 
from cylinders, will benefit from some 
further refinements of the process. 
For my part, I find the reproduction 
very satisfactory—clear and life-like 
—except for occasional overloading 
followed by audible lowering of the 
volume in the course of the perform- 
ance; and for the pitch, which, while 
true in some of the recordings, is 
higher up to one tone in others. It 
is to be hoped that in the forthcom- 
ing issues painstaking care will be 
given to both sound and pitch alike. 


What struck me especially about 
these three F.R.P. LPs is the easy 
listening they afford. And that, I soon 
realized, is because of the wise ar- 
rangement of the diverse voices, 
which helps keep one’s interest con- 
stantly alive. Some of the selections 
are repetitions from the 78 r.p.m. 
C.R.S. labels, but the majority are 
done for the first time, and all offer 
an array of talent both varied and 
superlative. 

First on FRP-1, Era la notte ef- 
fectively presents Battistini in the 
scoundrelly part of Iago. After the 
mellifluous baritone, Escalais displays 
his vocal might in an excerpt from 
“Robert le Diable;” and the one and 
only Lilli Lehmann comes next in a 
brilliant recording of Sempre libera. 
And to hear what this grand lady 
of the opera could do with her vocal 
apparatus when fifty-nine and no 
longer in good health, makes one de- 
plore more than ever the sad state 
of vocal affairs today. 

A fresh-voiced Schipa is then heard 
in a fine performance of Recondita 
armonia; followed by De Luca’s effer- 
vescent Quand’ero paggio, recorded at 
a Town Hall concert in 1947, when 
he was a mere seventy. 

The impressive voice of Amadeo 
Bassi is here also well displayed in 
T’incontrai per via from “Siberia.” 
Since not much is known of this 
excellent tenor, a short sketch of his 
artistic doings would not be amiss at 
this point. Bassi was born in Montes- 
pertoli (Florence) on July 20, 1874. 
After receiving his vocal and musical 
education from the Marquis Pavesi, 
in Florence, he made his début at 
Castelfiorentino, in 1899, in “Ruy 
Blas.” Appearances i in Italy followed, 
after which he sang in South Amer- 
ica from 1902 to 1907. During his 
busy and fruitful career, he appeared 
with the principal operatic organiza- 
tions of the world, including the Man- 
hattan Opera, from 1906 to 1908; the 
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Sigrid Arnoldson as Juliet 





Metropolitan, during the 1910-11 sea- 
son, where, alas, he was lost among 
all the other exponents of the high 
male voice; and the Chicago Opera, 
from 1910 to 1912. Bassi had over 


sixty roles to his credit, among which 
original or secondary creations of: 
Panizza’s “Medio Evo Latino,” in 
Genova, in 1900; Mascagni’s “Le Ma- 
schere,” atthe Constonzi of Rome, in 
1901; Mascagni’s “Amica,” at Monte 
Carlo, in 1905; Samara’s “Mademoi- 
selle de Belle Isle,’ at the Politeama 
of Genova, in 1965; the Paris first 
of Giordano’s “Siberia,” in 1909; d’Er- 
langer’s “Tess,” at the San Carlo of 
Naples, in 1906; and the London and 
Rome premiéres of “La Fanciulla del 
West,” in 1911. 


McCormack’s earlier recordings, 
though not his best, still are highly 
prized as samples of his youthful 
vocal and artistic capabilities; and 
here is one of them: the La donna e 
mobile from “Rigoletto.” N’est-ce plus 
ma main, by Arnoldson, makes one 
sit up and take notice, and also makes 
it evident why those who are familiar 
with her records leave no stone un- 
turned to find the elusive originals 
of this magnificent soprano. Sigfrid 
Arnoldson belongs to the Golden Age 
of Opera in the fullest meaning of 
this term. Born in Stockholm on 
March 20, 1861, she was trained in 
the art of singing by Maurice Stra-

kosch and Desiree Artot. How this 
happened I don’t know, but she made 
her début in far-away Moscow, in 
1866; becoming from then on the idol 
of the Russian public from the Tzar

cousin of Marie Engle.) 


L. J. Herrick, of East Lansing, Mich., 
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on, and Battistini’s closest female 
friend and colleague. Soon she made 
herself known in other musical cen- 
ters of Europe, conquering wherever 
she sang. Aristocratic, in behavior 
as well as in artistry, she enjoyed 
the favors of the sovereigns and was 
the ‘recipient of medals and jewels 
from the Emperor of Russia, the 
Kings of Sweden and Denmark, and 
from Queen Victoria. Aside from hav- 
ing a voice of great beauty and ex- 
ceptional musical talent, her reputa- 
tion has her as a most capable ac- 
tress as well. She sang at the Metro- 
politan in the 1893-94 season, making 
her début there on November 29, as 
Baucis in Gounod’s “Philémon et 
Baucis.”’ That same night the lucky 
Met heard for the first time two other 
newcomers—Plancon as Jupiter in 
“Philémon” and Calvé as Santuzza 
in “Cavalleria.” During that season 
she appeared as Marguerite in ‘“Hu- 
guenots,” Micaela, Zerlina in ‘Don 
Giovanni,’”’ Nedda, Cherubino, Rosina, 
and Sophie in “Werther.” Perhaps in 
a company where Calvé, Eames and 
Melba vied with each other there 
was no room for another contender 
for public favor, but whatever the 
reason Arnoldson did not return to 
the Met. Brilliant in many roles aside 
from the above, including those of 
Carmen, Juliet, Marguerite in 
“Faust, p Violetta, Aida, Lakmé, Di- 
norah and Amina, it ‘was as Rosina 
that she reaped her most lavish lau- 
rels, especially with Battistini as Fi- 
garo. She died in her native Stock- 
holm, on February 7, 1948. 

Although Clara Butt’s natural Phe- 
nomenon called voice is undoubtedly 
well exhibited in the ‘“Lucrezia Bor- 
gia” Brindisi, it would have been even 
better to hear her in a less hack- 
neyed operatic selection, like O mio 
Fernando, Che faro senza Euridice, O 
don fatale or Mon coeur s’ouvre a ta 
voix——all of which she has recorded. 

As FRP-1 unfolds further, Kurz 
thrills with her famous trill in Saper 
vorreste, and §’Sullivan astonishes 
with his amplitude of vocal resources 
in Esultate and Ora e per sempre; 
while the delicious Muzio delights, as 
she is wont to do in O mio babbino 
caro from “Gianni Schicchi.” 

On FRP-2, much vocal pulchritude 
and feeling pervade Renaud’s Léonore 
viens—the feeling at times even over- 
flowing, to the detriment of the struc- 
ture of the piece. Built on a more 
solid musical base are Martinelli’s and 
Ponselle’s Che gelida manina and Ta- 
cea la notte respectively which bring 
back the voices of the beloved artists 
as they were at the early stage of 
their careers. 

For beauty and power, the voice 
of Didur ranked with the foremost. 
As an interpreter, too, he was among 
the best. All this, plus surprisingly 
pure Italian, are very much in evi- 
dence in his Viva Bacco from “Frei- 
schiitz”—one of the finest basso rec- 
ords ever made. Adamo Didur’s ca- 
reer was of the brightest. Born in 
Sanok (Galicia) on December 24, 


1874, he studied singing with Wyso- 
cki, and, later, with Emerich in Mi- 
lan. His début took place in 1894, in 
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a distant place as in Arnoldson’s 
case: Rio de Janeiro. From then on 
his extraordinary voice and unlim- 
ited artistic and histrionic gifts took 
him from success to success, in Cairo, 
Warsaw, Milan, St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow, London, Barcelona, Madrid, Bue- 
nos Aires, and finally New York, 
where he opened the 1908-09 season 
on November 16, as Ramfis in‘“‘Ai- 
da.” He remained at the Met until 
1933 appearing there in a profusion 
of roles, including those of Tomsky, 
in the first American performance of 
“The Queen of Spades,” on March 5, 
1910, with Destinn, Meitschik, Slezak 
and Forsell in the principal parts; 
Boris, in the first American perform- 
ance of “Boris Godounoff,” on March 
19, 1913, with Homer and de Segurola; 
Win- -Shee, in the first American per- 
formance of Leoni’s “L’Oracolo,” on 
February 4, 1915, with Bori, Botta 
and Scotti; Galitzky and Kontchak, 
in the first American production of 
“Prince Igor,”’ on December 30, 1915, 
with Alda, Botta, Amato and de Segu- 
rola; King Dodon, in the first Amer- 
ican performance of “Le Coq d’Or,” 
on March 6, 1918, with Barrientos 
and Diaz; and Don Alfonso, in the 
first New York performance of “Cosi 
Fan Tutte,” on March 24, 1922, with 
Easton, Bori and De Luca. In connec- 
tion with De Luca, the great baritone 
had us in stitches with his story 
about a performance of “Don Giovan- 
ni,” in which his interpretative zeal 
exceeded the theatrical requirements 
of the scene with the Statue and he 
repeatedly stabbed Didur-Leporello 
with his sword in a strategic spot, 
compelling the alarmed basso to fin- 
ish his supper invitations to the Com- 
mendatore from back stage. After a 
long and glorious career, Didur ended 
his days in Katowice, Poland, on Jan- 
uary 7, 1946. 

Campanari recorded the “Carmen” 
Toreador Song no less than five times 
—the one on FRP-2 being the last 
and done with that verve peculiar to 
his later discs. The extremely pop- 
ular Slezak gives his German ver- 
sion of “Faust? Cavatina; and Mar- 
dones’ splendid, thundering basso as- 
sertively resounds through Piff, paff. 
Nordica closes this LP with her cele- 
brated rendition of Ah, rebe quesa 
mi from the Hungarian opera “Hun- 
yadi Laszlo.” 

Pertile opens FRP-3 with an all- 
around admirable Di quella pira, with 
soprano and chorus. Then Fremstad 
sings Ho-yo-to-ho, and not at all badly 
as some seemed to opine. And what 
comes after is a revelation—the lit- 
tle-known Hippolyte Belhomme doing 
the Vulean Song from “Philémon et 
Baucis” with beauty of voice and 
finesse of style to satisfy the most 
exacting. 

Despite the fact that Bressler-Gia- 
noli has sung in the United States, 
very little is remembered of her here. 
Bauer’s reports only two Odeons of 
this attractive-voiced mezzo-soprano, 
and on this LP we have her “Car- 
men” Card Scene. Clotilde Bressler- 
Gianoli, Swiss but of Italian extrac- 
tion, was born in Geneva, on June 3, 
1875. After studying at the Geneva 
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Conservatory, she trained her voice 
under Sangiovanni, Giacosa and Ron- 
coni, in Milan. When nineteen she 
made her début in Geneva, as Dalila. 
Later she was engaged to sing at 
La Scala, then in Brussels, Bordeaux, 
Lyons, and finally, at the Opéra-Co- 
mique. In the United States, after be- 
ing associated for a while with the 
San Carlo Opera, she sang for two 
years at the Manhattan Opera House, 
first appearing there as Carmen, on 
January 14, 1907. Nineteen perform- 
ances of “Carmen” were given that 
season, with Bressler-Gianoli in the 
first fifteen and Calvé in the last four. 
Other luminaries helping launch Ham- 
merstein’s Company that season were 
Bonci, Pinkert, Dalmores and Melba. 
Her other appearances in this coun- 
try were with the Chicago and Phila- 
delphia Opera Companies. She died 
in Geneva, on May 12, 1912, at the 
age of thirty-seven. 

Scotti’s first recordings are very 
rare, and FRP-3 gives a chance to 
hear him in one of them, as a dash- 
ing Don in Fineh’han dal vino. Also 
a baritone of the highest calibre, Ma- 
rio Ancona recorded well on cylinders 
as his Nobil Dama attests. This re- 
recording is an eloquent example of 
the hidden beauties that lie dormant 
in cylinders and may be drawn by 
a good recording process. And of Tet- 
razzini’s piano-accompanied Ah, non 
giunge —it is not the best she did 
on records, but it’s a valued sample 
of a voice that later acquired the 
world-wide fame hardly equalled by 
any other female singer. 

Good old A tanto amor—so com- 
fortably written for the benefit of all 
baritones, Sammarco included. And it 
would seem that “Huguenots” were 
just made to order for Caruso—so 
well does his voice lay in Qui sotto 
al ciel, re-recorded directly from the 
original cylinder. From “Huguenots,” 
too, is Plancon’s Piff, paff, only be- 
ginning from Pour les couvents c’est 


fini; after which Raisa executes some 
admirable coloratura in the “Sicilian 
Vespers,” and Stracciari brings 


FRP-3 to a close with his praise- 
worthy delivery of Jl balen.

Boppy CLARK: Bobby Clark, of the 
vaudeville team of Clark and McCul- 
lough, is one of the great veteran 
comedians of our time. After having 
risen out of burlesque and vaude- 
ville, he has starred in many musical 
comedies for the last thirty years. 
And yet, to the best of my knowledge, 
in all this time he has made only 
one record. It was made while he was 
starring with Irene Rich in “As the 
Girls Go” on Broadway in 1948. On 
one side is the title song from the 
play and the other is an amusing 
number titled “Father’s Day.” For 
any collector who wants at least 
one record by every great comedian, 
this disc is a must: 

RCA Victor 20-3451 As The Girls 

Go/Father’s Day 

MARGARET YOUNG: A letter from the 
Tacoma, Wash., collector, Kenneth 
Twiss, reminds me that I should men- 
tion Margaret Young’s recent come- 
back. Considered a big time vaude- 
villian from 1918 to 1930, Margaret 
Young is best remembered to the 
collector for her numerous Bruns- 
wick recordings of the early Twen- 
ties. However, I believe her first rec- 
ord was for Victor, for in the June, 
1920 issue of New Victor Records, 
number 18666 is listed (Margaret 
Young—“Oh By Jingo”/Billy Murray 
—‘Profiteering Blues”) and the edi- 
tor states: 

“Miss Margaret Young is a new 
Victor artist. She began as a society 
entertainer in Detroit, and in ‘two 
jumps’ was a vaudeville headliner.

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Her first contribution is one of the 
cleverest nonsense songs of the day. 
‘hough it comes from ‘The Land of 
San Domingo,’ it is in Ethiopian 
style, and you feel that she ought 
to be decked out with a nose ring 
and a necklace of human bones in 
delivering it— a feeling that is deep- 
ened when you learn that the heroine, 

‘Oh by Jingo,’ put four husbands in 
the grave. The accompaniment is 
weirdly original, a fantastic dance 
being introduced for a few measures 
into the song. The rhythm is steady 
enough to dance to, however, even 
when Miss Young is retelling “Oh 
by Jingo’s’ love adventures.” How- 
ever, although this was her first Vic- 
tor record, it seems also to have been 
her last, for a check through subse- 
quent Victor supplements fails to re- 
veal any other releases by her. With- 
in a few years she signed a contract 
with Brunswick for whom she waxed 
a great number of discs. Ken Twiss 
states that he has more than twenty 
of her records on this label. She con- 
tinued as a star of the big time un- 
til the death of vaudeville. 

In 1950 she signed a new contract 
to make records—this time with Cap- 
itol. According to the Capitol sup- 
plements from the Summer of 1950 
she recorded a great number of sides 
in her old style which lent itself so 
well to the revival of Dixieland jazz. 
Ken Twiss has quoted articles to me 
showing that her appearances on tele- 
vision and at benetits were greeted 
with wild applause, and it is truly

FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS

“IT made "about 3,000 records— 
1,200 to 1,500 of them solos—all 
types from ‘Songs for Little Peo- 
ple’ nursery rhymes, popular bal- 
lads, concert songs and sacred 
songs tp oratorio songs by Handel 
and Bath. 

“The Shannon Quartet made the 
first live broadcast from the New 
York district. Actually we sang 
from the Westinghouse factory at 
Newark. The station later was 
known as WJZ (New York). That 
was in October, 1921. The Revelers 
were the first to have an NBC con- 
tract when the network started in 
1926. 

“Many people are interested in 
church singing. I was soloist in 
several well known New York 
churches, my last being the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian church at 
ddth street. 

“Hope to see you soon. Best 
wishes. Lewis James.” 


I appreciate Lewis James’ in- 
terest in this biographical sketch 
and trust it will please his myriad 
admirers, Jim Walsh 








A visit to Chicago in the autumn 
of 1951 has enriched my memory 
with vivid recollections. One of the 
most sudden and severe snow storms 
I have experienced occurred while I 
was making the rounds of Salvation 
Army stores, looking for old records, 
with Frank Gloodt, a Chicago collec- 
tor who specializes in Billy Murray 
dises. By contrast with the cold and 
unfriendly behavior of that storm, I 
like to think of the warmly genial 
welcome I received when I went to 
radio station WGN in the Chicago 
Tribune building and enioved a two- 
hour “get-together” with one of the 
most popular of former recording 
tenors, Lewis James. 


It was a delightful experience, find- 
ing myself in the “Tribune Tower” at, 
441 North Michigan Avenue and be-

ing greeted by a dapper brown-eyed 
gentleman of middle height whom I 
recognized instantly from his photo- 
graphs which appeared for so many 
years in record catalogs and monthly 
supplements. A typical example of 
these photographs appcars in Roland 
Gelatt’s new book, ‘The Fabulous 
Phonograph,” in which James is shown 
making a Victor record with his as- 
sociates of the Crescent Trio—Charles 
Hart (wrongly identified as Charles 
Harrison) and Elliott Shaw. That 
cordial greeting made me feel imme- 
diately at ease, while I was still re- 
flecting that Lewis James looks much 
the same today as at the height of 
his singing career. He still wears the 
trim mustache that was something of 
a trademark in the days when his 
records were played in millions of 
homes, and, although his brown hair 
has grayed, he is unmistakably the 
man who made his share of phono- 
graph history. 

Before we parted, the tenor told 
some of his associates I was “the 
fellow who knows more about me 
than I know about myself.” That was 
a humorous exaggeration. I was 
equipped with a considerable advance 
store of information concerning Lewis 
James, but he told me a great many 
other things I didn’t know. I was 
sorry to see he had trouble getting 
up and down and had to grip the 
edge of his desk before he could 
stand. He said he had been suffering 


for two and a half years from ar- 
thritis which was destroying the car- 
tilage in his knees. The arthritis 
makes it difficult for him to write 
and, he said, plays its part in 
keeping him from acknowledging the 
letters which he still receives, and 
appreciates, from record collectors. 
When I recently asked if his con- 
dition has improved, he gallantly re- 
plied; “I’m getting quite expert on 
crutches.” 


II Some Biographical Data 

I was of course familiar with Lew- 
is James’ long and successful record- 
ing career, not only as a tenor soloist 
but as a duet partner of many other 
noted singers and as a member of 
the Crescent Trio, the Shannon Four 
and the Revelers. In my reference 
file is a copy of the Edison Amberola 
Monthly for August, 1920. It has an 
excellent photo of James’ on the 
front cover. The accompanying arti- 
cle reads: 

“The Navy may have lost a famous 
Admiral, or at least a Captain, when 
Lewis James was persuaded to forego 
his appointment to Annapolis in or- 
der to study music. . . . It was while 
studying engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan that he received his 
offer to become a member of Uncle 
Sam’s Navy, but listening to the ad- 
vice of the Director of Music at the 
College, he devoted himself to vocal 
study which has so well equipped 
him for concert, oratorio and Ambe- 
rola work. He has developed under 
capable American teachers and stands 
out as a good example of our meth- 
ods of instruction. 

“His decision to devote himself to 
the art of singing came rather stran- 
gely. He is still remembered at col- 
lege for his quarter and half-mile 
running—he held the State college 
records—and for his baseball . 
prowess. No one had associated him 
with music until the Glee Club held 
a concert at the University, where 
James gave a remarkable perform- 
ance. 

“This was really his début. The ad- 
vice of the music faculty and his 
friends was fortunately followed, and 
his tenor voice so well recorded on 
the Amberola has carried him to 
success.” 

Then there was the biographical 
sketch that used to appear in the 
yearly Victor record catalogs: 

“Lewis James is of American birth 
and American experience. He has won 
his way to the front rank of pop-

natural gifts. He has been, in the 
past, a cnurch singer and a concert 
artist both. He has a fine voice, ex- 
cellent enunciation, a healthy view of 
life, a keen sense of humor, and, what 
frequently goes with these things, a 
gift of expression which can meet 
with hearty response wherever it goes. 
He has made many fine records for 
us, and they have brought him into 
he public favor they deserve. He 
sings with great feeling and in the 
nost simple ot styles both the joy 
ind the tragedy of being.” 

And in a 19% issue ot the Roanoke 
Times, I discovered the following 
thumb-nail sketch of the Revelers, 
who sang in Roanoke, Virginia, when 
their popularity on records and ra- 
dio was at its zenith: 

“The Revelers ... consist of four 
singers and a pianist: Lewis James, 
Jamcs Melton, wiliott Shaw, Wuitrea 
Gienn and frank Black. Each mem- 
ber isasoloistinhis own right, each 
a distinct personality, each an Amer- 
ican born artist—a unique personnel 
and one of which this country can 
boast. Although this is their first 
American concert tour — they have 
maae unusually successful appear- 
ances in Engiand, Germany, France, 
Switzerland, Austria, and Holland— 
everyone in the United States knows 
the Revelers through their phono- 
giaph and radio fame. Either under 
their own name or as the Shannon 
Four on Victor records, as the Merry- 
makers on Brunswick, and tne Singing 
Sophomores on Columbia releases, or 
on the air . . . they have become a 
household word in America. The so- 
cailed ‘music public’ has also heard 
them individually, as assisting solo- 
ists with orchestras or in recital. 

‘the article went on to say that 
James had sung in Beethoven’s Ninth 
Symphony with the New York Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, an Wilfred 
Glenn was a favorite soloist with the 
Boston Handel and Haydn Society. 
It should have mentioned that James 
sang the Verdi “Requiem” with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra, and also sang 
in such favorite oratorios as ‘The 
Messiah” and “Elijah.” 

II Lewis James’ Own Story 

Such printed matter gave me a 
backlog of information. But there was 
still a good deal more I wanted to 
know about Lewis James, and he 
graciously “filled me in” during that 
enjoyable chat which I had a guilty 
feeling was taking up too much of 
his time. He observed me stealing fre- 
quent furtive glances at the clock 
and gently admonished me about be- 
ing so concerned with the-time, say- 
ing his duties as a WGN production 
manager were not so pressing that 
afternoon that I needed to hurry 
away. © 

The tenorwas born in _ Dexter, 
Mich., a smal] town near Detroit, on 
July 29, 1892. He attended the State 
Normal School and the University of 
Michigan, where as the Amberola 
Monthly said, he made a name for 
himself in athletics. Although he did 
well at baseball and track, he was 
too slightly built to star at football. 
He married the former Miss Jeanette 


Wallace, of Detroit. They have a 
daughter, Janet, who is Mrs. Orion 
M. Arnold of Western Springs, IIl. 
Mrs. James is an enthusiastic collec- 
tor of antiques, and I had the pleas- 
ure of presenting her husband with 
tickets for HOBBIES’ 26th Annual 
Antiques Exposition and Collectors’ 
Fair, then in progress at the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel. 

Lewis said he got his start as a 
recording artist with the help of the 
famous basso, Frank Croxton, who 
was, at one time or other, the bass 
singer of the Frank Croxton Mixed 
Quartet, the Columbia Stellar and 
Peerless male quartets, and the Amer- 
ican Singers, He thought his first Co- 

lumbia records were made in 1914 
or 1915, but I haven’t been able to 
trace any prior to December, 1916. 
For most of the first two years of 
his Columbia career, James’ records 
appeared under the pseudonym of 
Robert Lewis. The first disc, No. 2108, 
combined “I Know I Got More Than 
My Share,” by Lewis, with Vernon 
Dalhart’s first record for Columbia 
(and probably for any other com- 
pany), “Just a Word of Sympathy,” 
The brief description said: ‘Vernon 
Dalhart, a former member of the 
Century Opera Company, makes his 


initial bow with Robert Lewis, a 
singer from the West of decided 
merit.” 


In 1918, James began a free-lance 
career. He had a joint contract with 
Victor, Columbia, Edison and Pathé 
which left him free to sing also for 
the smaller companies. He was en- 
gaged by nearly every American rec- 
ord company during 1919 and: the 
earlier 1920’s.. The tenor made many 
solo records for Edison, but never did 
any “tone test” work. Undoubtedly, 
his demonstrating the musical merits 
of the New Edison wouldn’t have 
been popular with the other com- 


panies sharing his contract. 
James told me that, as far as he 
Lewis was the 


could recall, Robert 
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y assumed name he used, aside 
from Harold Harvey a nom de disque 
which appeared on the labels of some 
of the records he made for “His Mas- 
ter’s Voice” in Montreal. I recalled, 
however, that he was dubbed ‘“Rob- 
ert Bruce” on a number of Pathés, 
and Bruce Wallace on some Victors 
and Okehs. He was also ca.led ‘Uncle 
Lewis” on a series of seven-inch rec- 
ords for children. He was surprised 
when I told him th. Shannon Four 
was usually the Lyric Male Quartet 
on Edison Diamond Dises and Blue 
Ambero! cylinders. As the Lyric, the 
quartet sang in support of such Edi- 
son stars as Frieda Hempel, Maggie 
Teyte, Marie Rappold, Virginia Rea 
and Anna Case. He commented sadly 
that ““Virginia Rea—poor girl! — 
died of a broken heart after an un- 
happy marriage and the break-up of 
her singing career,” At another time, 
thinking of how many of his record- 
ing associates had died, the tenor 
said reflectively: “Before many years, 
we old-timers who are still around 
will just be museum pieces!” His 
comments on the artists with whom 
he had worked were uniformly kind 
and friendly and he appeared genu- 
inely shocked when I mentioned a 
few who had fallen on evil days. I 
have never met any famous man 
with a more modest, unassuming per- 
sonality than Lewis James, nor one 
with a more complete absence of af- 
fectation. 

I asked Lewis how it happened that 
the Shannon Four, of which he be- 
came a member in 1918, chose that 


only 


name. He said it was because John 
McCormack and other famous sing- 


ers had made Irish kallads so pop- 
ular the quartet decided to specialize 
in them—hence, Shannon from Ire- 
land’s River Shannon. After five years 
or so as the Shannon Four it was de- 
cided to change the last word to Quar- 
tet, because—as James expressed it— 
“we thought Shannon Four sounded 
too much like a vaudeville outfit.”

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I said I had suspected the title came 
from an amalgamation of the names 
of its members, and pointed out that 
Shannon begins with the first three 
letters of Elliott Shaw’s patronymic. 
It also contains the first two letters 
of Charles Hart’s last name, ends 
with the “double n” in the family 
name of Wilfred Glenn, and includes 
the first two letters of Harvey Hin- 
dermeyer’s first name. Lewis looked 
astonished and said he had never be- 
fore given a thought to those odd 
combinations, but he could assure me 
the Shannon Four didn’t derive its 
distinctive designation from scram- 
bling up the names of its four orig- 
inal members. 

He also hadn’t known that the 
Shannon Four was usually disguised 
on Pathé records as the Acme Male 
Quartet, and that the Crescent Trio 
was turned into the Apollo Trio. 
Names of the quartet members were 
frequently disguised. Hart and Shaw 
were often called Charles Cinway and 
Frank Sterling. In fact, Pathé took 
more liberties with artists’ names 
than any other company. 

In view of previous experiences 
with favorite pioneer recording ar- 
tists, I suppose I shouldn’t have been 
surprised to learn Lewis James doesn’t 
or didn’t, own even one copy of his 
records, but I couldn’t help being a 
bit taken, aback. I have always felt 
that if I'had been a popular singer 
I would have kept at least half a 
dozen of each of my records, for 
posterity’s sake, in a fireproof vault. 
But since James made thousands the 
storage problem would have _ been 
more, no doubt, than he would care 
to undertake. 

Referring to his statement that 

the Shannon Four had intended to 
specialize in Irish songs, I amused 
the tenor by telling him that the 
Gramophone, England’s leading rec- 
ord magazine, once referred to him 
as an Irish tenor and praised his 
“pleasant Irish accent.” He told me 
something I hadn’t known—that he 
sometimes sang the lead in the Co- 
lumbia Stellar Quartet when Reed 
Miller was out of New York, filling 
concert and oratorio engagements or 
‘was otherwise unavailable. He spoke 
affectionately of the late Billy Mur- 
ray and recalled that the Revelers 
sang in support of Billy on a radio 
program which featured the erst- 
while “Denver Nightingale’ in the 
spring of 1927. He chuckled over Bil- 
ly’s notorious free-handedness with 
money when Murray was the top re- 
cording comedian. 

Mention of the Eight Famous Vic- 
tor Artists, of whom Billy Murray 
was a member, of course brought up 
thoughts of the LEight’s manager, 
Henry Burr, known in his later years 
as “The Dean of Ballad Singers.” 
James expressed admiration for 
Burr’s ability as a singer. Talking of 
a trip to England and France taken 
by the Revelers in 1928, James gave 
me a laugh by describing how Frank 
Banta, who had been pianist for the 
Eight Victor Artists, used to baffle 
hotel clerks by assuming a thick ‘‘Co- 


hen-on-the-telephone” accent, redolent - 


of the New York East Side, and im- 


periously demanding mail for Monroe 
Silver. Silver, like Banta, was a 
member of the Eight for years, and 
he spoke in real life exactly as he 
did on his records. The temptation to 
pretend to be “Mike” Silver and tc 
demand in his name mail from har- 
assed English and French men be- 
hind the hotel desk was more than 
the impish Frank could resist. 

When we spoke of the Shannon 
Four, Lewis said Charles fiart (who 
at this writing is appearing in a 
Broadway theatrical production, “‘Wit- 
ness for the Prosecution’) could al- 
ways be reached through the Lambs 
Club in New York. Elliott Shaw, he 
said, had “saved his money” and was 
living in retirement in Sharon, Con- 
necticut. Wilfred Glenn was still ac- 
tive in concert work and had re- 
vived the Revelers, but with only 
himself remaining from the original 
troupe. Phil Duey, who succeeded 
Shaw as the ensemble’s baritone after 
Elliott had a long illness, was de- 
scribed as a “studious chap.” He had 
taken a doctorate degree at Columbia 
University and was teaching at the 
University of Michigan. We laughed 
at the difliculty the quartet had in 
keeping a first tenor after Charles 
Hart left it in 1924 to study opera 
singing in Germany. He was succeed- 
ed, generally for fairly brief periods, 
by Franklyn Baur, Charles Harrison, 
Frank Parker, Robert Simmons, 
James Melton, and perhaps others. 

Lewis said he didn’t realize, until 
he went abroad with the Revelers, 
how a popular recording artist was 
a well loved, almost a legendary fig- 
ure, in millions of homes throughout 
the world. I told him that my broth- 
er Chad, now a professor at Beloit 
College in Wisconsin, once remarked 
of the pioneer recording artists: “I 
suppose they were just folks trying 
to make an honest living, but to me 
they will always be the most glamor- 
ous of all people.” Lewis laughed and 
said the recording artists hadn’t 
thought of themselves in that exalted 
light. “But the reception we got 
abroad,” he remarked, “was really an 
eye-opener.” He recalled circumstan- 
ces of the Revelers giving command 
performances for members of the 
British Royal Family, as was related 
a few months ago in the HOBBIES 
article about Ed Smalle. 

Lewis said he detested jazz, but 
liked the choral arrangements used 
by the Revelers. These were some- 
times called “jazz choral effects,” but 
he didn’t consider them jazz. I learned 
he came to Chicago in 1940 when his 
health became impaired and he had 
to give up singing. He had since 
been with WGN and said he was 
“very happy” in his production work. 

When I left the distinguished ten- 
or it was with the feeling that I 
had experienced one of the most 
pleasant meetings I have known in 
my long career of interviewing and 
“writing up” recording artists. A 
few hours later I received another 
agreeable reception from the equally 
famous “‘Red-Headed Music Maker,” 
Wendell Hall, whose records of “It 
Ain’t Gonna Rain No Mo’” swept the 
nation late in 1923. 
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IV Lewis James Records 

Lewis James is one of those ar- 
tists whose recorded achievements 
are so vast it would be impossible to 
chronicle them in less than a book- 
length biography. However, I shall 
trace briefly his recording career and 
give some idea of the kinds of records 
he made. From December, 1916, until 
early in 1918, he seems to have been 
exclusive to Columbia. In January, 
1917, a new male quartet was intro- 
duced with “Robert Lewis” as the 
lead singer. The Columbia supplement 
writer said: 


“Introducing the Knickerbocker 
Quartet! A new specialty quartet— 
destined to become one of the most 
popular singers of popular music in 
Columbia Catalogs—makes its initial 
bow in the current list. Our Record- 
ing Department has spent great ef- 
forts developing the Knickerbocker 
vocal ensemble and special attention 
is requested from our patrons to the 
happy results. The Knickerbocker 
counts its members: George Eldred, 
first tenor; Robert Lewis, second ten- 
or; William Morgan, baritone’ and 
Glenn Howard, bass. All these gen- 
tlemen are musicians of real merit 
and have individually sung with 
marked success before the public for 
a number of years.” The quartet’s 
first record, A2129, “Songs of Yes- 
terday,” was combined with ‘Every- 
body Loves an Irish Song,” by M. J. 
O’Connell and the Knickerbockers. 
Records by the Knickerbocker Quartet 
continued to appear for another year. 


“Robert Lewis” stuck around 
through most of 1918 (by the way, Co- 
lumbia photos showed him smooth 
shaven instead of with the later fam- 
iliar mustache), but “mystery man” 
Lewis disappeared from the lists for- 
ever in November, 1918, when Record 
No. A2618, “My Little Gypsy Wan- 
da,” was announced as sung by Lewis 
James, doubled with “Roses of Picar- 
dy,” by Charles Harrison. Lewis 
James remained a familiar name in 
Columbia supplements for the next 
decade. 

The tenor’s first Victor appearance 
was in May, 1918, when, on No. 
18441, he sang “All Aboard for Home, 
Sweet Home,” with the assistance of 
the Shannon Four. (This must have 
been made just at the time he suc- 
ceeded Harvey Hindermeyer as the 
Shannon’s second tenor.) His first 
name was misspelled as “Louis.’”’ (Co- 
lumbia also was occasionally guilty 
of that slip). The other side was “Send 
Me a Curl,” sung by the still active 
Geoffrey O’Hara. 

James’ first Edison Diamond Disc, 
issued in the fall of 1919, was a beau- 
tiful rendition, with mixed chorus 
assistance, of “Dreamy Alabama,” 
coupled with “Carolina Sunshine,” an 
equally lovely number by Vernon Dal- 
hart. His initial Pathé appears to 
have been 20193, “Sometime You'll 
Remember,” with Isabelle Cannon 
singing on the reverse side, “I’ll Sing 
Thee Songs of Araby.” 

As a soloist, Lewis James was 
called on, like other popular tenors,

U.S.A.’s Oldest 
Bell 


By LOIS SPRINGER 


Bell collectors are looked to as 
authorities not only on their own 
bells but also on historic bells the 
world around. In this connection they 
are frequently asked to name the old- 
est bell in the United States. Here 
is a legitimate question, certainly, and 
one to which any historic-minded in- 
dividual should know the answer. 
However, the question is a disconcert- 
ing one because there are at least 
five contenders to the honorable title 
of being the U.S.A.’s Oldest Bell. 

One: —In Florida’s Cathedral 
Church at St. Augustine is a Span- 
ish bell bearing the inscription “St. 
Joseph Ora Pro Nobis A.D. 1682.” 
Post card pictures of this church 
point out the bell as probably the 
oldest in the country. 

Two: — Most books about bells have 
long pointed out the Maria Josefa 
bell as the oldest in the United States. 
The bell is dated 1356 and hangs in 
San Miguel Mission, Santa Fe, N. 
M., the oldest church in our country. 
Many bell collectors wear jewelry 
bearing replicas of this renowned 
bell, and the stories about it are end- 
lessly interesting. 

Three: —Hung upon the barn at 
Fox Fields, an estate along the Main 
Line of Philadelphia, is a bell six 
centuries old, having been cast in 
1330. The bell is distinctly marked 
“Jesus Nazareno, Anno ~1330” and 
has cast on it a device showing a 
cross and four stars, evidently a sym- 
bol of the four apostles. The bell is 
of Spanish origin and was taken to 
Mexico in the 1500’s, when it was 
already about two centuries old; and 
thence, a century later, to the mis- 
sions of California. Here George W. 
Childs of Philadelphia, one of the 
greatest collectors of all time, pro- 
cured it and presented it to his 
friend and neighbor William S. Ellis, 
who erected the bell upon his Bryn 
Mawr estate where it still hangs to- 
day. Some authorities cite this as the 
oldest bell in the U.S.A. 

Four: — Through the efforts of the 
late Charles I. Smith, much publicity 
was given to the old Syanish bell 
at St. Stephen’s Episcopal Church at 
East Haddam, Conn. This bell is dat- 
ed 815 A.D. and is assumed by many 
to be the oldest in the United States. 
In passing, it is interesting to note 
how many of these heavy old Span- 
ish bells came to our country. At the 
time of the Napoleonic Wars in Spain, 
large numbers of cathedrals were 
burned and their bells left along the 
roadside. It was hard for American 
sailors to locate return cargoes, so 
they brought back bells for ballast 
and eventual sale. In the case of the 
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Like most bells of similar age, the McKendree College Chapel Bell is not 


large. Surely it is a pigmy in comparison to one of the largest bells in the world, 
the “Czar Kolokol” in Moscow. But the tone of the old Spanish bell at McKendree 
is superb, showing that at this early eighth-century date, the bell makers were 


true artisans. 





St. Stephen’s bell, William Pratt, a 
ship chandler, brought it over for 
the bell-less St. Stephen’s Church in 
his wife’s home town of East Haddam. 

Five: —One of the most recently 
publicized contenders for the title of 
the U.S.A.’s oldest bell is the McKen- 
dree College Chapel bell at Lebanon, 
Ill. According to dates and names 
molded on the bell, it was cast in 
Spain in the Highth Century and 
brought to this hemisphere in the six- 
teenth. 


To anyone scanning the basic data 
on these five bells, it is obvious that 
the oldest bells to be seen in the 
United States are all of Spanish 
origin. It is_also obvious, in view 
of chronological data which appears 
to be authentic, that the Maria Jo- 
sefa bell so often labeled the oldest 
in our country is actually rather far 
removed from that honorable posi- 
tion. 

Whether judged by date of casting 
or by date of arrival in our country, 
the McKendree College hell is now 
recognized as the U.S.A.’s oldest bell. 
Our readers will enjoy the story ot 
this venerable bell as given by Miss 
Joan Warner of the McKendree Col- 
lege staff. It is particularly worthy 
of note that this historic bell is still 
very much in use, a center of campus 
interest, in fact. 








Lebanon, Ill., Aug. 30 —In the lof- 
ty chapel tower of McKendree Col- 
lege, Lebanon, hangs the oldest chapel 
bell in the United States. Its tones 
were heard long before our historic 
Liberty Bell; in fact, long before Co- 
lumbus discovered America. 

According to historians the bell 
was cast in Spain in the eighth cen- 
tury and recast in the fourteenth. In 
the 1600’s it was brought to Florida. 
For a time it disappeared. Then a 
group of Santa Fe traders found 
the bell in a deserted Catholic Mis- 
sion in New Mexico. Taking the bell 
back with them to St. Louis, the 
traders sold it. It was again recast, 
this time by David Caughlan.

Questions 
and 


Answers

The following questions came to me 
from readers of HOBBIES Magazine. 
From time to time, I shall devote 
this space to answering some of the 
many questions that arrive daily in 
the mail from circus hobbyists all 
over the world. 


Q: What has happened to the dog 
and pony shows I used to enjoy as a 
child? 

Unfortunately, civilization’s 
progress seems to have driven them 
out of existence. As with the medi- 
cine shows, this form of show busi- 
ness has almost become _ extinct. 
These little outfits came into being 
in the early 1880’s, delighted thous- 
ands in the smaller communities, and 
then finally played themselves out a- 
round 1920 on the larger stage of the 
circus. This type of show was mainly 
an exhibition of skill in domestic 
animal training. The earliest one en- 
tered the amusement scene in 1883 
and was known as Norris’ Equine and 
Canine Paradoxes. 


Q: Are the Zacchinis the only per- 
formers in circus business being shot 
out of cannons? 

A: No. Chipperfield’s Circus in 
England features two human cannon 
balls. They are Luis Raluy and Jua- 
nita who have been doing their act 
for some seven or eight years now. 
Twice, a day, towards the end of the 
main circus performance, a huge 
truck is driven just inside the tent. 
On this there is mounted a massive 
cannon. The €élevation is adjusted 
and then theze two performers both 
climb on to the vlatform and from 
there down into the cannon. A few 
seconds later there is a flash of 
flame and two bodies hurtle across 
the arena. Juanita, who has_ been 
fired acress circus arenas in nearly 
every European country, bears the 
marks of her dangerous profession. 
At Belfast, she missed the net and 
broke her shoulder. In Germany, she 
cut her legs badly in a fall. And 
once she collided with Luis in the 
air and was injured when she fell to 
the ground. 


Q: What is the most dangerous 
stunt a trapeze artist performs? 

A: Most performers would nomi- 
nate the triple somersault as the

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most difficult, most exciting trick 
under the Big Top. It is also the 
most legendary one in show business 
for it is supposed to have killed more 
performers than all other circus acts 
combined. Many fliers have managed 
to accomplish this difficult trick, but 
no one seems to have mastered it 
like a young Mexican, Alfredo Co- 
dona, one of the great aerialists of 
all time. In 1933, he was grounded 
because of a shoulder injury. In 1987, 
he killed himself in a fit of despond- 
ency over not being able to perform 
on his beloved tarpeze. 


Q: Why don’t we have circus par- 
ades anymore? 

A: Because of traffic increases and 
city ordinances which either prohibit 
parades or else set the fee for them 
so high that few circuses can afford 
to pay for them. The oldtime circus 
parades had their heyday from 188 
to 1920. 


Q: You once mentioned how pink 
lemonade supposedly got its start— 
how about Cracker Jack? 

A: Over 75 years ago, two broth- 
ers named Rueckheim started a pop- 
corn “specialties” business in Chicago. 
One day they dipped some of their 
popeorn in syrup and tried it out on 
one of their salesmen. He tasted it 
and exclaimed, “That’s a cracker 
jack!” In 1896 the Rueckheim broth- 
ers copyrighted the name “Cracker 
Jack” and the slogan, “The More You 
Eat, the More You Want.” The pre- 
sent-day wax-sealed package was 
contributed by a Mr. Eckstein who 
joined the brothers in their popcorn 
business. 


Q: How many years was the Walter 
L. Main Circus in business ? 

A: The Walter L. Main Show, 
which proudly advertised three rings, 
started in 1887 and was on the road 
until about 1904. 


Q: Did Dan Rice the clown ever 
own a circus? 

A: Yes. The Dan Rice Circus was 
one of the most successful of the old 
wagon shows. It toured from 1861 to 
1879. Rice was the most famous of 
early American clowns. He at one 
time also operated showboats on the 
Mississippi. 


Q: Is Sarasota High School in Sar- 
asota, Fla., the only school to present 
a full-scale circus performance each 
year? 

A: Each year Sarasota High pre- 
sents a complete circus that is pro- 
moted, produced, and performed by 
kids from the public and parochial 
schools of Sarasota County. To my 
knowledge, it is the only school in 
the United States to do this. It is 
called the Sailor Circus because the 
athletic teams of Sarasota High are 
known as the Sailors. Bill Rutland, 
formerly athletic director at the high 
school, originated the Sailor Circus 
in 1950. 


Q: Are there any other well known 
wild animal trainers in America other 
than Clyde Beatty? 

A: Yes. Probably one of the fast- 
est rising performers in recent vears 
has been Damoo Dhotre, a Hindu, 
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who works a mixed animal act. At 
fourteen, he exhibited animals others 
had trained. At seventeen, he was a 
full-fledged trainer of lions, tigers, 
and elephants. He toured the Orient 
with circus acts for years, then went 
to France as a trainer for Alfred 
Cort, Europe’s leading wild animal 
man. He was hired by Ringling’s and 
came to this country just before the 
war. His way with animals differs 
from that of all other trainers. Some 
use guns, chairs, and whips to ex- 
cite their animals to ferocity. Damoo 
plays on their affection. He cues 
them by the tones of his voice in a 
calm, sure manner. His only defen- 
sive weapon is a light pole which 
blocks his animals from one another 
and from himself should they charge 
him. He carries a whip but uses it 
only as a signal and not for punish- 
ment. 


Q: A couple of years ago I attend- 
ed a performance of the Ringling 
Show. The seats they’ had seemed 
different somehow ... were they? 

A: Indeed, yes. This show adopted 
a new seating system in 1948 that 
was quite revolutionary in the busi- 
ness. The seating system literally 
carries itself around on specially con- 
structed trucks. They fold into the 
sides and top of the trucks. A power 
motor quickly raises the seats and 
places them in position. The wagons 
that carry the seats on their exten- 
sion are completely utilized in their 
interiors, too. The vast amount of 
space in the twenty-nine trucks that 
haul the seats is loaded with equip- 
ment. And when the Big Top is 
erected, the space under the seats 
becomes dressing rooms. 


Q: Was there really a Jenny Lind 
or was she just another one of Bar- 
num’s trumped-up schemes? 

A: Yes, there really was a Jenny 
Lind. The popularity of Jenny Lind 
as a concert artist of extreme ability 
spread from her native Sweden to 
England and throughout Europe in 
the 1840’s. In October, 1849 P. T. 
Barnum after so successfully present- 
ing Tom Thumb in London and _ to 
royalty conceived the idea of bring- 
ing the “Swedish Nightingale” to the 
United States for a concert tour. A 
contract was signed and sealed on 
January 9, 1850, by which Miss Lind 
agreed to sing in 150 concerts for 
Phineas T. Barnum, ‘within a period 
of eighteen months after her arrival 
in New York. Jenny Lind sailed from 
Liverpool for the United States on 
August 21, 1850. The advertising of 
her engagement and every detail of 
the coming to New York had been 
kept before the American public in 
the systematic and money-making 
way that characterized all of Bar. 
num’s undertakings. Her arrival in 
New York and the movement of her 
party to the Irving House from the 
Canal Street wharf and the enormous 
crowds on hand to welcome her was 
the signal for pages of publicity in 
papers all over the country. Date of 
the first concert in America was fix- 
ed for Wednesday evening, September 
11, 1850, and tickets were sold aggre- 
gating a total of $10,141.00.

Nearing the end of its wanderings, 
the bell was taken to the Centralia 
State Fair in 1858, and then sold 
to McKendree college. Dr. N. E. Cob- 
leigh, president of the college at that 
time and Prof. R. M. Moore, were 


the purchasers. The bell was placed 
in the new chapel at McKendree. 
For 96 years it has called McKen- 
dree college students to classes and 
has been used on almost every type 
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of campus occasion. A student bell 
ringer tugs on the long rope attached 
to a wheel which causes the bell to 
move. 

Much McKendree tradition centers 
around the bell. Each fall, freshman 
initiation is held. The freshman class 
plans a picnic and keeps the date 
and destination secret. If they have 
their picnic undiscovered by the up- 
per classmen, they return to the cam- 
pus and ring the bell. If they are 
unsuccessful, initiation continues for 
another week. 

When the first $100,000 endowment 
for the college was secured during 
the presidency of McKendree Cham- 
berlin, the bell was kept ringing all 
night. 

At the annual spring concert in 
1947, the bell appeared in a unique 
number, “The Bell,” a French folk- 
song. It was tolled as the entire 
McKendree College Chorus sang. 

Many articles have appeared about 
the bell in magazines and newspapers. 
The Ford Times recently ran a pic- 
ture of the chapel and told of the 
bell’s history. The first known print- 
ed article about the bell after its re- 
casting was published in the Central 
Advocate about fifteen years after the 
purchase of the bell. The writer, T. 
A. Eaton, was a McKendree grad- 
uate. 

In 1951 the college yearbook took 
as its theme the bell. Each division 
page featured a different view. 

Few people have seen the ancient 
bell. To reach it one must climb a 
series of ladders to the dark tower. 
One day in September nearly three 
years ago, a man appeared in the 
McKendree Review office and asked 
about the bell. His name was D. W. 
Caughlan and he was the grandson 
of the man who had recast it. 

That day, making the difficult 
ascent into the belfry of the clock 
tower, he saw and touched the bell 
and rang it, giving it two extra pulls 
“for Grandfather.” 

In appearance the bell is 31% inch- 
es in diameter, is 25 inches high, and 
has a yoke of 16 inches. The yoke 
is made from the same materia! as 
the bell. There is a crown on top 
for hanging. One side says “Saint 
Louis, Mo.,” and the other ‘David 
Caughlan.” 

The bell has come to rest at the 
oldest college in the United States 
under the continuous supervision of 
the Methodist Church. McKendree Col- 
lege is rich in tradition Among its 
founders is listed Peter Cartwright, 
famed circuit rider. 

‘Among the Illinois statesmen who 
have played prominent parts in the 
history of the college are Governor 
Charles S. Deneen, an alumnus; 
Lawrence Y. Sherman, former United 
States Senator from Illinois; and 
Augustus French, Illinois governor 
who became a member of the faculty 
of McKendree. 

The bell has become as much a part 
of this college as the winding walks 
and the ivy-walled buildings. The bell 
is home.

now offered for $15.00. 8. The orig- 
inal bill of sale aids in proving au- 
thenticity. 9. If the club already has 
the item a second one is usually not 
purchased unless the price is very low 
and it may be traded. 10. Items made 
or used by famous artists or cyclists 
are especially sought after. 11. When 
books, prints or figurines come in 
pairs it is most desirable to have the 
mate or set. 

The club collection has an estim- 
ated value of $10,000. The items 
were collected by the members scout- 
ing around old book shops and antique 
stores, or through ads in HoBBIES and 
newspapers, and through friends 
and foreign bicycle clubs. This article 
may prove to be an interesting clip- 
ping for a cyclana scrap book. Most 
of the articles in this column will 
be highly valued in twenty or thirty 
years from now. 

There are at least sixty different 
items for the bicycle collector. All 
have been owned, seen or noted by 
club members. The list: 

1. BICYCLES - The historical collection

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Legend of the Clock 
That Struck Thirteen 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Fate seemed to wind him up 
For four-score years; 
Yet freshly ran he 
On ten winters more, 
Till like a clock 
Worn out with eating time, 
The wheels of weary life 
At last stood still.

This is the legend of the clock that 
struck 18, thus saving a man’s life. 
It seems that one John Hatfield, a 
soldier who died in Glasshouse Yard, 
Aldersgate in 1770, at the age of 
102, was court martialed during the 
reign of William and Mary, for the 
crime of falling asleep at his post 
on the terrace of Windsor. Hattield 
pleaded not guilty to the charge, de- 
claring that ne was awake, and heard 
the clock of St. Paul’s strike thirteen. 

While he was under sentence of 
death, affidavits were submitted to the

effect that the clock actually did strike 
13 instead of 12, and on this ground 
he was pardoned. One correction was 
made, however, that the clock was 
actually Tom of Westminster, which 
was later removed to St. Pauls. 

The story is said to have been en- 
graved on Hatfield’s coffin plate. 

A correspondent of Notes & Queries 
says of the legend: “All striking 
clocks have two spindles for wind- 
ing, one for the going part, which 
times the hands, and is connected 
with and regulated by the pendulum 
or balance spring. Every time the 
minute hand comes to 12, it raises a 
catch connected with the striking part 
and the striking work, then makes as 
many strokes on the bell of spring 
gong as the space between the notch 
which the catch has left and the next 
notch allows. 

When the catch falls into the next 
notch, it again stops the striking work 
until the minute hand reaches 12 
again, one hour later. 

If the catch should be stiff and 
fail to fall into the notch, or the 
notch should be worn, and fail to 
hold it, the clock will strike on until 
it does hold it.”

Called Out Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A limited group of the mechanical banks made to- 
ward the end of the popularity of mechanical banks com- 
prises quite a rare and desirable selection. The Called Out 
Bank, No. 40 in our numerical classification, is a typical 
although unusual example of this group. The banks in 
this group of late manufacture are rare 'in a number of 
cases due to the fact they were not made over a period 
of years such as is the case with many of the banks. 

The Called Out Bank is a unique item in a number 
of ways. For one thing it has never been definitely estab- 
lished that it ever reached the stage of being sold com- 
mercially. Then,too, it has usually been accepted as a 
Spanish-American War item while it actually is more 
likely a World War I memento. It is interesting to note 
that during the early years of mechanical bank collecting 
there was a tendency to place some of the mechanical 
banks in a period of time considerably earlier than their 
actual manufacture. This, of course, was to give an im- 
pression of greater age which actually had nothing to do 
with the situation. Some of the banks that were first 
made in the 1906-1915 period are among the most desir- 
able and rarest. Included in these late banks is one of 
the most desirable and rarest of all the cast iron mechan- 
ical banks, the Clown, Harlequin and Columbine. 

The Called Out Bank is a J. and E. Stevens Company 
product and was designed by Charles A. Bailey. Even 
though catalog insert sheets exist that picture and des- 
cribe the bank for sale by J. and E. Stevens it is the 
writer’s opinion that the bank was never actually put on 
the market for sale to the public. As a matter of fact, to 
the best of the writer’s knowledge, no specimen of the 
bank has ever been found with any type of finish or paint. 
For some time there existed some doubt about any speci- 
mens of this bank other than the several pattern ex- 
amples in bronze. These, of course, are authentic master 
patterns of the bank and are complete and in operating 
condition. They are in privately owned collections. Any 
cast iron examples of this bank just weren’t particularly 
available for inspection. However, recently the Chrysler 
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collection came on the market after seventeen years in 
storage and also the Corby collection was made available. 
There was one authentic cast iron example in the Chrysler 
collection and two authentic examples in cast iron in the 
Corby collection. There is no question but that these three 
examples are original factory-made banks. There is no 
paint or finish on them and these specimens were un- 
doubtedly never on the market. 

The bank pictured was obtained by the writer from 
the late Dr. Arthur E. Corby’s collection. It is in ex- 
cellent condition but, of course, to repeat, there is no 
type of finish or paint on the bark. The operation of 
the bank is similar to another Bailey-designed item, 
the North Pole Bank. In operating the Called Out Bank 
the figure of the soldier coming out of the top of the 
tent is depressed by pushing down on the figure itself. 
This automatically locks in place inside the bank. Then 
a coin is pushed in a slot located in the left side of 
the bank as shown in the picture. The figure of the 
soldier automatically pon: out of the tent as -shown. 
This, of course, represents a soldier “called out? for 
action. 

Needless to say, the Called Out Bank is a hard 
item to add to a collection. There apparently is a very 
limited number in existence and none have turned up 
for some vears other than those made available from 
private collections.

to sing a wide range of music that 
included classic, semi-classic and 
standard concert numbers at one ex- 
treme, and the banal, trivial “sob bal- 
lad” at the other. Typical of the 
“tripe” he perforce recorded are “The 
Pal That I Loved Stole the Gal That 
I Loved,” “The Ten Commandments 
of Love,” “You Can’t Be a Good Lit- 
tle Fellow and Still Be a Good Little 
Girl,” “Just a Girl That Men Forget,” 
“It’s a Man Every Time, It’s a Man,” 
and “If You Like Me Like I Like 
You.” Perhaps the depths of banality 
were plumbed in “My Kid,” which 
contains the immortal lines: “He 
comes down stairs in his little white 
nightie and says his prayers to God 
Almighty ... there’s no kid like my 
kid.” 

James re-made a good many stand- 
ard songs and hymns which had been 
originally recorded for Victor by pio- 
neer- singers who included Harry 
Macdonough and Frederic C. Free- 
mantel. The Shannon Quartet also 
re-made some Hayden Quartet offer- 
ings. Another tenor who was called 
on for “re-makes” was William Ro- 
byn. James told me “Wee Willie’s” 
name should be pronounced Roe-bine, 
instead of Robin, as most record col- 
lectors have always called it. 

An especially fine James record is 
the Edison of “Duna.” Another Edi- 
son, which, both sides considered, may 
be the finest semi-classie record he 
ever made, couples Ernest R. Ball’s 
setting of Paul Lawrence Dunbar’s 
poem, “Who knows?” with the equally 
beautiful “Look Down, Dear Eyes.” 
But when I mentioned this fine rec- 
ord to Lewis he couldn’t remember

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making it. My opinion is that he 
was always great in the charming 
bailads of Ernest Ball. Those record- 
ed for Edison included “Little Crumbs 
of Happiness,’ “Down the Trail to 
Home, Sweet Home” and “Ten Thous- 
and Years From Now.” 

During his career James recorded 
with many singers. His first,duet part- 
ner was “George Wilson,’ who also 
sang as James Harrod, but was bet- 
ter known as Colin O’More. Then 
came Charles Harrison; Charles Hart 
(he probably sang more duets with 
Hart than with anyone else); El- 
liott Shaw; Helen Clark; Harold Wi- 
ley (a Brooklyn church singer bari- 
tone, who died a few years ago, with 
whom he sang for Pathé); Vernon 
Archibald; Marcia Freer; Olive Kline 
(disguised as “Alice Green”)* Sam 
Ash; “Edna Brown” (another name 
for Elsie Baker);.Franklyn Baur; 
Claire Brookhurst; Deila Baker; He- 
len Davis (Mrs. Victor Young); Eli- 
zabeth Spencer; Gladys Rice; Betsy 
Lane Shepherd; and, on one Colum- 
bia record, a singer listed as May 
Meredith. He doesn’t remember this 
soprano, but she may have been He- 
len Clark. In one of his Victor rec- 
ords he had the backing of the Peer- 
less Quartet (Albert Campbell, Hen- 
ry Burr, John Meyer and Frank Crox- 
ton), and as a member of the Shannon 
Four and Crescent Trio he sang in 
support of Wendell Hall, Harry C. 
Browne and Vernon Dalhart, besides 
artis.s already mentioned. I may have 
overlooked otners. From the stand- 
point of both quantity and quality 
Lewis James has had a remarkable 
phonograph career. 

I have such pleasant memories of 
my 1951 visit to Chicago that I am 
thinking of spending another few 
days there when I take my next va- 
cation. If I do I shall make a point 
of dropping around at the Tribune 
Tower and seeing Lewis James. From 
our one meeting J am sure he makes 
friends easily and keeps them per- 
manently. I knew his HopBigEs admir- 
ers will join me in wishing him re- 
stored health and many years of con- 
genial activity. 


A MUSICAL BOX DESK 

An unusual Swiss musical box 
which recently stirred the collecting 
delight of Mrs. Ruth Bornand, Pel- 
ham, New York, is in the shape of a 
parlor or church organ, though it is 
actually a musical box desk. It was 
made by Nicole Frere. 

It has an engraved silver name 
plate and silver inkwells. It also has 
engraved spring barrels, two sectional 
comb, and ten cylinders which play 
eight selections. Inside the lid is a 
silver engraved program card. 

In the 18th and 19th centuries 
Swiss farmers, and later watchmak- 
ers, produced fine music boxes. The 
latter installed mechanisms in um- 
brella handles, walking sticks, steins, 
pistols, dolls and similar items. 

Famous people have collected mu- 
sical boxes, including Napoleon. Not 
long ago Bing Crosby bought a fine 
old mahogany box with an ebony trim.

Fifty Years of Danish Silver 


The fine Traveling Exhibition 
Services of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington, D. C., is scoring 
another hit this season with its ex- 
bibition of “Fifty Years of Danish 
Silver.” This exhibition is sponsored 
by Henrik de Kauffmann, Danish Am- 
bassador to the United States and is 
circulated by the Smithsonian. 

The exhibition includes the work 
of sixteen different artists whose de- 
signs have been executed by the 
Georg Jensen silversmithy over the 
last half century. 

The historical section emphasizes 
the work of the founder, Georg Jen- 
sen, and his associate Johan Rohde. 
Included are Jensen’s first pieces of 
jewelry in “l’art nouveau” tradition, 
as well as large pieces of hollow 
ware ornamented with flower or fruit 
motifs — reflecting not only Jensen’s 
love and understanding of silver as 
a material, but also his early train- 
ing as a sculptor. A simply conceived 
and elegantly executed sugar and

creamer set represents the early work 
of Johan Rohde, designer of the 
world famous “Acorn” pattern. In 
their purity of expression these piec- 
es stand as models which even to- 
day provide inspiration for designers. 

Though the exhibition covers a fifty 
year period, the more important part 
is devoted to new work and experi- 
mental ideas by younger contempo- 
rary designers. In this group, the 
work of Sigvard Bernadotte, Henning 
Koppel and Magnus Stephensen stands 
out. Bernadotte, brother of the Queen 
of Denmark, is represented by numer- 
ous small articles designed for daily 
use. Henning Koppel’s large covered 
platter for serving fish or roast is 
one of the most striking pieces in the 
display and was designed especially 
for this exhibition. 

In addition to hollow ware and 
jewelry, several patterns of table sil- 
ver are being shown, ranging from 
Rohde’s “Acorn” pattern — displayed 
in its full range of 225 pieces— to 
the “Cypress” pattern, by young de- 
signer Tias Eckoff, seen here for the 
first time by the American public. 

Also included is a collection of 
stainless steel designed and executed 
in the years since the war. Besides 
two tableware patterns already known 
in America, a group of hollow ware 
pieces, — among them works by Mag- 
nus Stephensen, recently awarded the 
Grand Prix at the Milan Triennale, 
— are shown here for the first time. 

An oversized photostat of the sil- 
versmith’s basic hammer tool and an 
actual display of tools employed in 
silversmithy emphasize the fact that 
the exhibition itself is also a tribute 
to Danish craftsmanship. One of the 
most unusual pieces is a replica to 
the minutest detail of a 3,500 year 
old “sun chariot” originally designed 
in gold covered bronze as a votive 
offering. 

The arrangement of the exhibition 
is extremely interesting in itself. It 
was designed as the most effective 
possible background for the silver, 
and materials and colors were chosen 
to bring out the unusually beautiful 
texture and color of this hand- 
wrought silver. The installation con- 
sists of a series of steel posts from 
which are suspended teakwood shelves. 
Steel tubing rests on separate plat- 
forms painted in a variety of distinct 
tones. Color is used to emphasize sep- 


. arate sections of the exhibition. One 


of the primary purposes of this in- 


stallation is to provide a flexible set- 
ting to be used in rooms of quite dif- 
ferent character and proportion. 


This design was conceived and ex- 
ecuted in Denmark by Finn Juhl, one 
of Denmark’s leading architects. In 
this country he is best known as a 
designer of furniture made in Den- 
mark as well as in the United States, 
and also for his design of the Trus- 
‘teeship Council Chamber at the 
United Nations building in New York. 
Mr. Juhl accompanied the exhibition 
to Washington. 


The exhibition is supplemented by 
a booklet with numerous illustrations 
of work shown in the display. In ad- 
dition to illustrations the booklet con- 
tains articles by various American 
and Danish experts including one by 
Edgar Kaufmann, Jr., tracing the ar- 
tistic and cultural background of the 
work shown. 


The collection has already been 
shown at the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, Washington, D. C., The J. B. 
Speed Art Museum, Louisville, Ky., 
and the Currier Gallery of Art, Man- 
chester, N. H. The Birmingham, 
Ala., Museum of Art will show the 
silver from September 15 to Octo- 
ber 15. It is scheduled to be shown 
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at Lowe Gallery, University of 
Miami, Coral Gables, Fla., through- 
out November, and possibly longer. 
On February 1, it will be placed on 
display at the Isaac Delgado Mu- 
seum of Art, New Orleans, La., where 
it will remain throughout the month. 
From March 18 to April 15, 1956, it 
will be shown at the Corning, N. 
Museum of Glass; May 1 to 30 at 
the Columbia, S. C., Museum of Art; 
and November 1, 1956 to 30 at the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, Rich. 
mond.

The record will be a complete 
Minstrel first part and will be com- 
posed of dubbings of the voices 
of all the great Minstrel men he has 
known and has appeared with. He 
has written me that “this new LP 
record is going to include the pa- 
rade, then arriving at the theatre at 
8:15 P.M. and as the curtain rises you 
are confronted with the Minstrel first 
part with gags, funny songs, banjos, 
yodels, Primrose dancing, and of 
course, all sorts of solos, quartettes, 
and duets.” I venture to predict that 
for collectors of Americana this will 
be the record of the year. To have 
a complete minstrel show recorded on 
a long playing record would be a 
matter for collectors to rejoice about 
in any case, but to have it compiled 
by a former star of the Dockstader 
and Cohan and Harris troupes is 
almost too good to be true. 


Will Oakland’s first LP record was 
issued only in a limited edition of 
about 100 copies and could only be 
obtained from him. Let us hope that 
this new record will be pressed in 
a much larger quantity to satisfy his 
many fans. However, the complicated 
legal aspects of releasing new rec- 
ords for sale make it somewhat ques- 
tionable whether Mr. Oakland will 
put any of these records on the mar- 
ket, and as before, he might decide 
to press only a few copies to present 
to personal friends. Personally, I 
would like to see it made available 
to all collectors, and if enough of 
you readers are interested, Will Oak- 
land might press the record in a large 
quantity.

The Halls of Desert Glass at Na- 
tional City, Calif., is a project begun 
by Hans Lindemann and, recently 
opened to the public, it promises to 
be an interesting tourist attraction. 
The museum contains about 2000 ar- 
ticles of sun colored glass and 4000 
more pieces which are on Mr. Lin- 
demann’s roof to be colored by the 
sun. In the building of the museum 
Mr. Lindemann was his own contrac- 
tor and architect although he was 
assisted by a carpenter in the build- 
ing. About 300 panels of plate glass, 
the size of a windshield of a car 
were needed to make the museum. 
When completed one can look through 
eight glass walls to see the moun- 
tains: at present six glass walls are 
completed. Knotty white pine makes 
up the halls and the rooms are of 
combed wood. Twenty glass doors 

.were needed for the Halls of Desert 
Glass. 

Already completed are eleven rooms 
in the museum to display different 
types of glass. Among these are a 
Pitcher and Goblet Room, American 
Pressed Glass Room, Lamp Room, 
Americana Room which contains coin 
glass, presidential plates and odd piec- 
es in American glass production. Not 
all pieces in Mr. Lindemann’s collec- 
tion are necessarily sun-colored as 
many are interesting bits of Amer- 
icana. A new wing is to be added 
later, which will feature additional 
‘rooms for different types of glass. 

Mr. Lindemann, a naturalized 
American citizen, is a well-known 
chef and has received some publicity 
in The San Diego Union, regarding 
his glass museum. There is a nom- 
inal charge foy admission to the mus- 
seum in order to defray the cost of 
building. Location of the museum is 
1315 E. Fourth St., National City, 
California.

MUSEUM BRIEFS 

James J. Rorimer has been elected 
new director of the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, succeeding Francis Hen- 
ry Taylor who retired on June 30 
after fifteen vears in this position.

History of Wool 


Continued from the 
September Issue 


If the wool was to be dyed, it could 
be done in three ways, in the tip, in 
the thread or skein after being spun 
or in the piece after it was woven. 
If it was to be stock dyed, or dyed 
in the top it was sent to the dye- 
house to be made into the desired 
shade and returned to be gilled and 
recombed ready for drawing. 

Up to this point the wool had no 
twist, nor any resemblance to thread. 
The top, the soft untwisted end was 
then run through the drawing ma- 
chine, sometimes as many as eight 
or nine times, and drawn and re- 
drawn until suitable for use. It was 
then delivered to the spinning room 
on spools, and this was called roving. 

Here the process of drawing con- 
tinued until the twisted thread was 
reduced to the size required, either 
single or double, three or four strands 
for weaving. 

After the yarn was looked over for 
imperfections, the threads were pre- 
pared for the loom and weaving. It 
was used in two ways, the warp or 
the lengthwise thread or filling, or 
the woof which ran crosswise. The 
warp threads were sized and wound 
on large reels, then transferred to a 
large wooden roll called the warp 
beam, which held several thousand 
threads, 

The filling threads were placed on 
shuttle bobbins and placed in the 
shuttles to be used as the weaving 
progressed. 

The warp beam was taken to the 
drawing-in room where the threads 
were drawn through wires in a frame 
or harness, and then pulled through 
a wire reed. The warp beam was now 
ready for the loom. 

The frames or harnesses were placed 
in the loom and by means of the 
“head motion” part of the threads 
were raised and the rest lowered, thus 
allowing the filling shuttles to pass 
over some of them, and below others, 
filling out the required pattern. 

The cloth was then put through a 
process known as burling and mend- 
ing. Any knots or uneven threads 
were removed and all imperfections 
removed. The web was scoured and 
washed and all foreign matter re- 
moved.

Undressed fabrics were fulled, or 
moistened with a specially prepared 
soap, and subjected to great pressure 
thus giving it a finish. Many kinds 
of finishes required different treat- 
ments. After the cloth was dry it 
was run through a machine which 
brushed and sheared it. It was then 
sent to the press which ironed it out, 
then measured, weighed, rolled, 
tagged and packed. 

When the wool contained burrs, 
they were removed by dipping it in 
a bath of chloride of aluminum or 
sulphuric acid solution and put 
through a drier at 212 degrees. This 
carbonized the foreign matter and 
did not affect the wool fibres. A ma- 
chine called the burr picker removed 
the burrs. 

During the process of scouring 
when the yolk was removed, a large 
part of the natural oil was elimin- 
ated. To restore this, the wool was 
sprinkled with an oily emulsion, then 
it was sent to the card room, where 
the fibres were carded, drawn and de- 
livered to the finisher in a _ broad 
flat sheet. 

By means of a condenser it was 
divided into narrow bands, and the 
wool comes out in soft strands. These 
strands of threads are called roping. 
Then comes the mule-spinning, and 
the rope is run through reels and twist- 
ed to the size required, then wound 
on paper tubes or bobbins. Then it 
was wound on large reels and trans- 
ferred to the warp beam. 

Napping or gigging raised the fi- 
bres to the nap desired. Gigging was 
done by means of a wire napping ma- 
chine or teasel gig which raised the 
ends of the fibres on the face of the 
cloth. The teasel was a vegetable 
product resembling a pine cone. 

When the napping was raised by 
the teasel it was sheared or cut into 
proper lengths by the machine. Then 
the cloth was pressed. 

A worsted fabric when finished had 
a clear, bright, well-defined pattern 
closely and firmly woven, while the 
woolen cloth was softer arid more elas- 
tic and the colors more blended, the 
threads not so easily seen, and had 
a more subdued effect.

Paris around 19138, soon after it was 
discovered in Spain, and he gave it 
to the Art Institute two decades later. 

The right half of the diptych, the 
portrait of an unknown man, was 
given to the Art Institute by the 
noted art connoisseur Arthur Sachs, 
residing in Paris. 

This panel was also found in Spain, 
in 1927, and was bought by Mr. Sachs 
within two years after its discovery. 

Devotional diptychs with half- 
length figures were always small in 
size so that they could be set up in 
private homes or on a journey as 
a small altarpiece before which a 
person prayed. The left half inevi- 
tably showed the Madonna and Child, 
and the right half a portrait of the 
donor, pictured in an attitude of ado- 
ration.

In the Art Institute diptych, to the 
left of the Madonna and Child, on 
the wall, is a convex mirror which 
reflects the double window and the 
heads of two boys, who undoubtedly 
were the sons of the donor. By tradi- 
tion the donor was always painted 
alone, in supplicating pose, but Mem- 
ling conceived the idea to please the 
sponsor by having his children shown 
in the mirror as spectators to their 
father’s prayers. 

The Madonna and Child and the 
donor, though on separate panels, 
are painted as though they were in 
the same room, divided by windows, 
through which can be seen the metic- 
ulously painted landscape of Bruges. 

The reverse side of one half of the 
diptych usually showed the donor’s 
coat of arms, the other his patron 
saint. In the case of the Art Insti- 
tute’s diptych, however, the reverse 
side of the left panel is blank, so 
that the family’s name is not known 
today. The one on the right shows 
St. Anthony of Padua standing in a 
niche and holding a book on which 
the Christ Child sits. This gray mono- 
chrome painting of the saint gives 
us the only clue as to the identity of 
the donor, whose given name must 
have been “Anthony.” 

The frames of the diptych are orig- 
inal, and exceedingly rare. The one 
of the donor’s portrait still retains 
the painting on the lower part of 
the wood, depicting a part of the 
donor’s arm and clasp of the Bible 
he reads, while the frame of the 
Madonna and Child has been regilded, 
thereby obliterating any painting that 
might have once existed on the lower 
part of that frame. 

One triptych by Hans Memling of 
the same magnificence as the Art 
Institute diptych exists today in the 
Church of Notre Dame in Danzig. 
It was commissioned by the Medici 
family in 1470, but while being trans- 
ported to their home in Florence it 


was captured by a pirate, who gave 
it to the Danzig church. 

Memling’s style of rich luminous 
color is also to be found in his only 
other existing diptych, that of Martin 
van Nieuwenhove in the hospital of 
St. John at Bruges, Belgium.

Old Maps, Atlases 
and Geographies 


An interesting miscellany of old 
maps, atlases and geographies is_be- 
ing displayed in the Margaret I. King 
Library, University of Kentucky, Lex- 
ington, where it was placed by 
Dwight Tenney, retired engineer of 
Lexington and active member of the 
Library Associates. Mr. Tenney and 
his wife are enthusiastic collectors 
of antiques and the imprints displayed 
were discovered by Mr. Tenney in 
small shops in this country and 
abroad. 

All the maps, in one way or an- 
other, are connected with American 
history in general or with Kentucky 
history in particular. The time span 
extends from 1509 until the Amer- 
ican Civil War era. Mr. Tenney val- 
ues them as documents which portray 
the development of this continent and 
nation, as records showing the scien- 
tific advances in cartography, (the 
art of map drawing) and, in some in- 
stances, for their decorative qualities. 

The earliest map (and the only fac- 
simile in the exhibition) is that made 
by J. Ruysch in 1509 which shows 
North America as China and links 
Greenland to Eastern Asia. Its Latin 
inscriptions give delightful clues to 
ideas about people and places of that

era. Mr. Tenney shows that some of 
the mapmaker’s knowledge was de- 
rived from Marco Polo’s account of 
his travels. 

The most impressive item in the 
exhibit is the two-volume, folio edi- 
tion, English version of the Hondius- 
Mercator Atlas of 1633-36. One of 
the great cartographic masterpieces 
of Europe, it is printed on beautiful 
handmade paper and bound in 
“suede” leather of a later date. 

So scarce was paper that maps all 
carry textual information on the re- 
verse side, as shown by one map 
mounted in plexiglass. Decorations 
are elaborate and include mythical 
figures and beasts, animals and cos- 
tumes characteristic of different parts 
of the world, and agricultural and 
scientific instruments. There is even 
a touch of humor as, for instance, 
where a man is portrayed looking 
through the wrong end oF a measur- 
ing device. 

One instrument, an obelisk-like gno- 
mon, is such as was used by the 
Greek philosopher, Eratosthene, to 
calculate the circumference of the 
earth. With such a slender shaft and 
a deep well at Syrene (and four com- 
pensating errors unwittingly intro- 
duced) Eratosthene concluded that the 
earth measured 24,000 miles, an error 
of but four per cent. 

One of the volumes of the Hondius- 
Mercator atlas is opened to the fa- 
mous map which John Smith made of 
Virginia. With it are displayed two 
other versions of the same map is- 
sued in Amsterdam by Blaeu and in 
London for Blackwell. This latter ver- 
sion is shown in the copy of Captzin 
John Smith’s Historie of Virginia... 
1682 recently acquired by the King 
Library. 

The three maps demonstrate the 
manner in which cartographers then 
copied, borrowed, or plagerized when- 
ever they wished instead of resorting 
to arduous surveys such as those made 
by Smith and his men. Mr.Tenney 
recommends that interested persons 
would enjoy reading an article in the 
June 1953 issue of the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine for more informa- 
tion in regard to this particular map 
of Captain Smith’s. 

Xentucky maps present a graphic 
record of the exploration of this state 
from earliest times until it joined 
the Union in 1792, also of its !ater 
development until the middle of the 
nineteenth century. The browser will 
make his own discoveries and wish 
to refresh his memory of the state’s 
history. What, for instance, were 
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those “Lands reserved for the Virgi- 
nia troops,” ‘Donation lands,” ‘“Ar- 
my lands,” “Lands belonging to the 
Wabash, the Ohio, and the New Jer- 
sey Companies”? 

As the eye follows the line of the 
Ohio River and its tributaries one 
finds such landmarks as “Big Bones,” 
“Tall Cedars,” “Yellow Banks” and 
the dangerous rapids near Louisville. 
One map, copied from that of Lucas 
(1822 or 1827) by a German publish- 
er, changed the original laudatory de- 
scription of Lexington and dismissed 
the city as “ein schmutziger Ort.” 
Here we can discover the routes and 
schedules of steamboats and railroads 
whose existence long since have been 
forgotten, 

One of the wall cases shows a

This date is 
undoubtedly nearly correct, judging 
by the printing, “Made in Germany,” 
at the bottom of the uncut sheet here 
illustrated which indicates a date of 
1890 or later. 

This uncut sheet now in the writer’s 
collection is heavily and beautifully 
embossed. It is noteworthy that the 
trademark, W & § over B. within a 
palette, appears also on a portion of 
an uncut sheet in flat lithogravhy in 
the collection of Mrs. H. B. Arm- 
strong, Austin, Tex., proving that this 
firm published paper doll sheets in 
both media, the embossed presumably 
the more expensive. And who was 
this firm? To date no authoritative 
information has been forthcoming. 

Attention is called to the small 
corner crosses, + on this uncut sheet. 
Further reference will be made to 
this mark. 

In the illustration showing three 
sets of ‘Pauline Baby and Annette” 
is found additional evidence of the 
origin of this series of dolls. 

The set shown at right of McLough- 
lin Bros. envelope in which it came, 
is done in flat lithography, printed 
both fronts and backs. The doll meas- 
ures 7%” tall including base. 

The small doll, 4%4” tall including 
base, is also done in flat lithography 
but face printing only, no backs, and 
appears to be a McLoughlin Bros. 
product though no envelope is pres- 
ently available to support the opin- 
ion. 

The third set of this same doll is 
believed by the writer to be the 
original “Pauline Baby and Annette.” 
In this set Annette is an in-between 
size, 614” tall including base, is beau- 
tifully embossed in rich color tones, 
and doll and costumes have both 
fronts and backs. 

Attention is drawn to the differ- 
ence in facial exnressions. The litho- 
graphed dolls have open eyes, no hint 
of mouth “laugh” lines. The embossed 
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set shows pleasant laugh lines, and 
the eyes appear closed as they gaze 
upon the baby. 

The last named set was acquired 
a short time ago in a sizeable col- 
lection of paper dolls of similar work- 
manship, all embossed, leading to the 
belief that it originated in Germany 
in sheet form since other embossed 
duvlicates of the lithographed  so- 
called “French” dolls were also in- 
cluded. Many of these were cleanlv 
cut out, others cut from the sheet 
but with marginal portions still re- 
maining, some of which show a little 
cross matching the corner marks on 
the uncut sheet No. 839. 

An added point of interest is that 
other marginal remnants in this coi- 
lection bear a corner mark of a small 
circle with center dot. No other trade- 
mark for these particular dolls is 
known to this writer, but the cor- 
ner circle indicates that there were 
at least two firms in Germany pro- 
ducing the same general type of dolls. 
This is further evidenced by a slight

dolls in lithographed form? Or possi- 
bly acquire original plates when per- 
haps publication ceased abroad? Since 
all early statistical records of the orig. 
inal firm of McLoughlin Bros. were de- 
stroyed, the present company are un- 
able to supply any information. 

A final and complete answer to 
these questions which have long puz- 
zled serious paper doll collectors may 
in time be forthcoming. In the mean- 
time a partial solution appears to 
have been found in the foregoing 
well supported data.

group of maps whose outlines and 
notations reveal whole chapters of 
our nation’s history. There is the 
Russian Claim in the Northwest and 
the line which provoked the stirring 
phrase, “Fifty-tour forty or fight!’ 
There are pictured the “Lost states” 
of Franklin (where Davy Crockett 
was born), Deseret, Sagadoch, Indian 
Stream, the Republic ot Texas, Mes- 
sila, and many others. There, also, 
California is persistently shown as 
an island. 

In addition to the pleasure which 
he finds in studying these old maps 
and atlases from the historical and 
scientific point of view, Mr. Tenney 
admits that some of the fun lies ‘n 
discovering these imprints and in re- 
cording the way in which they came 
into his possession. Still another en- 
joyment comes when he discovers 
one of those not-infrequent ‘“wind- 
fall” items stuck into an old atlas 
or geography, whether it is an addi- 
tional map from another source, 


_ a political broadside probably used 


to mark the place in a _ volume 
or (as in a charming old school geo- 
graphy) a cleverly cut paper doll 
complete with extra clothes of all 
categories which some little girl cre- 
ated while teacher thought she was 
studying her new assignment. As Mr. 
Tenney says, this map collecting is a 
wonderfully rewarding hobby, which 
draws one into new fields of knowl- 
edge whether it be of people, or plac- 
es, or things.

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D. A. R. Chapter Promotes 
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Antiques and Patriotic Activities 


In the fall of 1816 at the world 
famous port of Alexandria, Va., 
George Washington’s home town, a 
lovely young gentlewoman was taken 
ill of typhoid from a foreign ship 
to a small second floor bedroom in 
Gadsby’s Tavern. Her husband swore 
doctor and nurse never to reveal any- 
thing they saw or learned about their 
patient who died and was buried in 
St. Paul’s cemetery. Her husband 
marked the grave with a marble tomb 
inscribed with a long verse beginning, 
“To the Memory of a FEMALE 
STRANGER. Her room in the old 
tavern has since been called, the Fe- 
male Stranger’s Room. 

For years this room and the tavern 
on the King’s Highway between Wil- 
liamsburg and Boston, where once had 
come couriers and stage -eoaches from 
all the Colonial towns, gathered dust 
and ruin. George Washington and his 
elite party had dined in this tavern 
on his last birthday, and danced in 
its handsome panelled ballroom. 

The tavern courtyard had echoed 
to the footfalls of the Marquis de La- 
fayette and the Baron de Kalb and 
our own John Paul Jones. In the Room

of the Female Stranger noble secrets 
were withering along with the fading 
walls and graying floors of Time, that 
destroyer of history. 

But individuals and grouns, includ- 
ing several D.A.R- Chapters, the Co- 
lonial Dames of America inthe State 
of Virginia, the Women’s Auxiliary to 
the American Legion and the Alexan- 
dria Association saved and restored 
Gadsby’s Tavern, one of America’s 
finest historic buildings. It is now 
owned by Alexandria Post No. 24 of 
the American Legion. Bricks from 
the ruins of Abingdon, birthplace of 
Nellie Custis, and cobblestones and 
curbing that had clicked under Gen- 
eral “Light Horse Harry” Lee’s boots 
in old Alexandria, were used to re- 
store the Tavern Courtyard. In the 
Room of the Female Stranger the 
John Alexander Chapter took hold. 

Organized in 1932 and named by 
Eleanor Washington Howard, last 
child born at Mount Vernon, in 
honor of the patriot, John Alexander 
for whom Alexandria was named, the 
Chapter took for its motto, “Youth, 
Now And The Future.” It dedicated 
itself, along with its other projects, 
to restoring and preserving local his- 
toric places, including the marking of 
Revolutionary soldiers’ graves. 

Into the empty Room of the Female 
Stranger it gradually assembled fur- 
niture in keeving with the period of 
Gadsby’s Tavern. A tall four poster, 
canopied bed moved in with a skirt of 
India print that must have come in 
a Colonial ship. A hooked rug holds 
bed steps some Colonial lady used to 
reach in grace and dignity her feath- 
er bed high off the cold floor. 

A leather trunk, lavishly studded 
with metal to protect its surface at 
home or in travel, may well have 
been left by the Female Stranger. 
On a simple dressing table sits an 
antique candlestick that might have 
held the lighted candle which marked 
the gathering shadows of death. 

Besides this project of helping as- 
semble and preserve antiques (the 
D.A.R. Museum has over 6,000 price-

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less relics), the John Alexander 
Chapter has copied, indexed and bound 
the Christ Church Records where 
George Washington was a vestryman 
and General Lee was confirmed. The 
Washington family Bible was pre- 
sented to the Church by the adopted 
son, George Washington Parke Custis. 
And a silver plate marks the square 
pew where Washington and his fam- 
ily worshiped. What price many a col. 
lector of Bibles and name plates 
would give to possess these prize an- 
tiques! 

The Chapter contributes to the 
Stabler-Leadbeater’s Apothecary 
Shop now owned by the Landmarks So- 
ciety of Alexandria. This shop served 
six generations of Washingtons, Lees, 
Custises and Fairfaxes and has their 
requests for castor oil, borax and 
pills. It also has hundreds of bottles, 
mortars, pestles, weights and scales 
visitors may see. 

The Ramsey House, oldest in Alex- 
andria, built in 1748 by a Scotch 
merchant who married Anne McCar- 
ty, cousin of Washington and famous 
hostess and patriot, is another John 
Alexander Chapter project. So was 
Woodlawn, home of Lawrence Lewis 
and Eleanor Parke Custis Lewis, 
Washington’s adopted daughter. It is 
now administered by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation, a pri- 
vate, non-governmental holding cor- 
poration for sites, buildings or ob- 
jects of significancd in American his- 
tory. 

Besides this preservation of Ameri- 
cana, this wonderful 86 member John

Home of Mr. and Mrs. Robert V. H. 
Duncan and their three children, near 
Woodbridge, Va., and a short drive from 
Alexandria, Va. This historic house was 
built as an inn in 1750, and was main- 
tained by one William Courts. George 
Washington wrote in his diary in 1771, 
“Dined at Courts,” according to Fitz- 
patrick’s Edition of Washington’s writ- 
ings in the Library of Congress. The 
house is of clapboard, and has two over- 
size stone chimneys, each with five flues, 
accommodating icorner fireplaces in each 
room and at each end of basement (for- 
merly a kitchen). Of note are the twin 
entrances, one for men to the Inn and 
Bar, the other for the family entrance.

Note the corner fireplace, the door to 
the Inn Keeper’s Room, the bar which 
is now a cupboard with reeded side 
columns and butterfly shelves. On the 
third shelf from top of cupboard is a 
pair of rare urn type Niello ware vases. 
Mrs. Sidney Manson, Chairman of the 
Eighth Annual Alexandria Antique Show, 
is seated in a walnut English fireside 
chair beside a walnut tilt top candlestick 
table with snake feet. Mrs. Manson holds 
a recovered volume of an original copy 
of The Journal. “A Voyage to Virginia— 
August, 1649,’”’ by Colonel Norwood. A 
mahogany inlaid, handcarved knife box 
serves as a magazine rack. To the right 
of the cupboard are the old, enclosed 
stairs to the second floor.

In the foreground is the center section 
of a dining room table with eight legs 
and deep drop leaves. It is made of San 
Domingo rock mahogany; centerpiece is 
an Onion pattern, Meissen bowl. The 
chairs are handcarved English yew 
pierced splat. The old, built-in china 
cupboard has the original glass panes 
and butterfly shelves, and is pegged and 
mortised. Through the door of this room 
can be seen the corner fireplace in what 
is now the living room, and a walnut 

English fireside chair. 
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Alexander Chapter carries on exten- 
sive patriotic work in scholarships to 
the Alexandria hospital, to the Vir- 
ginia Mountain school and the Virgi- 
nia Indians. It gives camperships to 
Police Boy’s Camp; contributions to 
building a Boys’ Dormitory at Blue

This triple program. of Restoration 
of Americana, Conservation work, 
and Youth development is paid in 
part by its Antique Show which orig- 
inated in 1948 with Mrs. Robert V. H. 
Duncan, as General Chairman. She 
now is Organizing Secretary Gen- 
eral of the National Society, and an 
ardent antiques enthusiast. The Dun- 
can family lives in an Inn built in 
1750, restored and re-furnished in 
suitable antiques. 

The present Regent of the Chapter 
is Mrs. H. Harold Mays. Paul L. Ett- 
line, antique dealer of York, Pa., is 
manager of the show being held No- 
vember 9 through 138 at the Recrea- 
tion Center on old Cameron Street. 
Thirty antique dealers from New 
England, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Virginia and the District 
of Columbia will display rare antiques 
in keeping with the Charles A. Bur- 
net and Adam Lynn silver manufac- 
tured in Alexandria where John 
Adams created the famous I Adam 
silver and John Duffey made the sil- 
ver trowel used by George Washing- 
ton in laying the cornerstone of the 
Capitol of the United States. On 
opening day Chapter members will 
dress in Colonial gowns to welcome 
their patrons and guests and will 
serve afternoon tea.

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CAMEO GLASS 


The Northwood School 


Late nineteenth century production 
of English Cameo glass falls into 
three distinct schools, the first of 
which is the Northwood School of 
cameo artists. This was a small, sel2ct 
group of capable glass men to whom 
John Northwood imparted all the 
knowledge he had acquired through his 
many years of experiment and work 
in this medium. 

John Northwood was born in Stour- 
bridge, England, in 1837. He served 
his early apprenticeship under Ben- 
jamin Richardson, who in those years 
was considered the father, of the Eng. 
lish glass trade. Northwood was by 
no means an ordinary glass man, 
quite the contrary. He developed and 
designed many tools and processes, 
some still in use today. He was the

most outstanding figure that has ever 
been in the English art and tabie glass 
industry. 

At the time of his greatest achieve- 
ments in Cameo glass he was en- 
gaged in a business with his brother 
Joseph. J. andJ. Northwood ‘were dec- 
orators and etchers of glass to the 
trade at Wordsley. John Northwood 
himself made comparatively few piec- 
es of Cameo glass. This limitation 
may have been brought about by the 
fact that he was having, or did have 
in later years, some trouble with 
cataracts of the eyes. Or it may be 
that he so concentrated on the teach- 
ing of his small group of men that 
he did not find the time for more 
work of his own hand. 

His first piece of Cameo glass was 
produced in 1860. It was a small vase 
having for its design a subject in the

style of St. George and the Dragon. 
It was, unfortunately, broken acci- 
dentally a few years later. 


The second piece was an all crys- 
tal vase of Grecian shape with two 
handles. The decoration is in pure 
Grecian style, with a frieze running 
all around the body of the vase and 
carved in relief, representing two 
equestrian groups from the Parthenon 
sculptures generally known as The El. 
gin Marbles. This work was commis- 
sioned by Sir Benjamin Stone. It 
was completed in 1873 and presented 
by Sir Benjamin to the Birmingham 
Art Gallery. 


In 18738, Phillip Pargeter of the 
Red House Glass Works handed John 
Northwood a blank which, when com- 
pleted, became the first replica of 
the famed Portland vase in glass. The 
work of carving took three years, and 
it is interesting to note that on its 
completion, one of the first to con- 
gratulate the artist was Mr. W. H. 
Richardson, the oldest member of the 
firm of W. H. B. and J. Richardson, 
where John Northwood had worked 
as a youth. Mr. Richardson wrote: 
“I would advise you to scratch under 
the figures ‘Sculptured by John North- 
wood’ for the figures are actually 
sculptured and not engraved, and they 
are exceedingly well and cleverly 
done. (signed) W. H. Richardson.” 


After finishing the Portland vase, 
other notable pieces were undertaken 
by Northwood. One was the Milton 
vase with two handles and figure dec- 
oration representing Adam and Eve 
and the Archangel Michael in the 
Garden of Eden, as described in Mil- 
ton’s “Paradise Lost.” 


Three tazzas were also executed, 
each having a carved head in the 
center, the heads being those of 
Shakespeare, Newton and Flaxman,

representing Literature. Science and 
Art. His last and greatest work, the 
Dennis vase, was discussed in a pre- 
vious article printed in the May, 1955, 
issue of HOBBIES. 

The publicity occasioned by John 
Northwood’s copy of the Portland- 
Barberini vase in Cameo glass 
prompted the reissue of some fifteen 
Jasperware copies by Wedgwood from 
the original molds in their possession. 
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These were given John Northwood to 
polish the details. This particular is- 
sue is considered the most important 
of the modern issues and can be iden- 
tified by Northwood’s initials, J. N., 
shown in a cipher in the base of 
each vase. 

The years of production of English 
Cameo can be divided into two pe- 
riods. The first covered a_ period 
trom 1870 to 1880, when the early 
pleces were mainly carved by hand- 
tools, the engraving wheel playing a 
subsidiary part. From the design to 
the finished article each piece was 
invariably the work of one individual. 

During this early period, craftsmen 
trained under John Northwood were 
producing at his works in Wordsley, 
hand-carved Cameo vases and other 
articles. The designs were many and 


varied, comprising figure subjects, 
fruit and flowers, and ornamental 
pieces of various stylés. William 


Northwood, Charles Northwood, W. v 
Bowen, James Hill and others carved 
some very fine specimens in naturai 
designs. ‘The anatomy and structure 
of the leaves, fruit and flowers were 
most carefully and beautifuily done, 
the edges being so skillfully under- 
cut that they gave the appearance of 
lying on the glass background and 
not being a part of it. The number 
produced by this hand-work was not 
great, and those still existing would 
be found only in the possession of col- 
lectors. 

Up to about 1884 a great many 
of the Cameo glasses produced had 
the important parts of the designs 
worked by hand-tools. From then on- 
ward, as the engraving wheel came 
to be used more extensively, the char- 
acter of the work gradually changed. 
It was a natural development, as 
the production of hand-worked Cameo 
could not keep up the supply for 
which the public was calling. The use 
of the engraving wheel gave much 
quicker results. 

In the second period, from 1880 to 
1890, the engraving wheel was used 
almost exclusively for producing what 
can be termed “commercial” Cameo. 
It was responsible for a multitude of 
richly decorated vases, bowls, etc., 
the production being a cooperative one 
between the designer, the etcher, and 
the engraver. 

This method of working as a team 
made for more rapid results and ac- 
celerated the output. One cannot ex- 
pect to find the same beautiful finish 
or careful details as shown in the 
best hand-worked pieces. However, in 
the main the results were very fine, 
especially as the engravers became 
more and more proficient in their 
treatment of the glass. 

During this second period nearly 
all the manufacturers employed #n- 
gravers for work on Cameo glass. 
The firms who were producing the 
greatest amount were Stevens & Wil- 
liams of Brierley Hill and Thos. Webb 
& Sons of Amblecote. They had many 
engravers constantly at work to meet 
the public demand which existed at 
that time.

were occupied solely with artists 
working on Cameo glass for Stevens 
& Williams. At this works were som? 
highly trained artists in glass, Wil- 
liam Northwood being a wefl-known 
designer in all branches of the trade, 
as well as a very skilled and clever 
craftsman. ~ 

James Hill was another excellent 
designer and craftsman whose work 
was remarkable for its great delicacy 
and beauty of treatment. 

Joshua Hodgetts was a first-class 
engraver, particularly of all designs 
showing flowers, fruits and plants. He 
was a student of all natural forms, 
and invariably had in front of him 
while he worked a specimen of the

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object he was engraving, whether flow- 
ers, fruit or plant. His work was 
therefore distinguished by its truth 
to nature. 

Frederick Carder who founded the 
Steuben Glass Works in Corning, later 
absorbed into the Corning Glass 
Works, is another illustrious member 
of the Northwood Alumnus, and a 
well-known glass designer and tech- 
nologist. There are very few achieve- 
ments in glass manufacture that Mr. 
Carder has not either pioneered or 
matched. Some of his fine works are 
on loan-exhibit in the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. It was Frederick Carder who 
influenced John Northwood, Sr. to 
accept the position of Art Director 
with the firm of Stevens & Williams, 
of Brierley Hill. For further informa- 
tion about America’s foremost glass 
technologist I refer you to an article 
appearing on page 74 in the Feb- 
ruary, 1955, issue of HoBBIES Mag- 
azine. 

The list of Northwood pupils reads 
like a ‘“Who’s Who” in the glass 
world. They include George Woodall, 
Thomas Woodall, Frederick Carder, 
William Northwood and _ Charles 
Northwood (his nephews), W. O. 
Bowen, James Hill, B. Fenn, Joshua 
Hodgetts, and John Northwood II 
(his son). 

The greatest part of the Cameo 
glass produced between 1880 and 
1890 was destined for the American 
market. About 1890 the demand took 
a rapid decline, mainly because of the 
appearance on the market of a large 
quantity of cheap imitation Cameo 
glass. 

These imitation pieces were articles 
made with a thin opai casing on the 
outer side. Their surface had a pat- 
tern printed on it with acid-resist- 
ing ink. The article was next im- 
mersed in a hydro-fluaxic acid bath 
whereby all’ parts not protected by 
the ink were dissolved away by the 
acid. This left a flat opal glass design 
in very shallow relief on a colored 
transparent background. 

The firms who produced this cheap- 
er glass gave it the name “Cameo 
Glass,” which it did not deserve, and 
because it was less expensive than 
hand-worked or engraved Cameo glass 
it found a ready market. Experienced 
buyers would not purchase it. How- 
ever, the publicity it obtained stopped 
the production and sale of the gen- 
uine Cameo, 

Another type of imitation appeared 
in the form of a still cheaper product. 
Colored glassware was painted with 
designs in white enamel and _ fired 
on for permanency. Many pieces of 
this ware that I have come across 
have been acid-finished to further 
give the illusion of true Cameo glass. 

This ware came principally from 
the Continent. However a great deal 
of it was produced right here in 
America. The popularity of Camo 
glass undoubtedly inspired the pro- 
duction of pate-sur-pate by Solon. 
Our own Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, D. C., has a fabulous 
collection of this ware represented in 
the Pell collection. 

After Cameo glass had lost its fa- 
vor with the public only a few men

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produced anything like the true 
Cameo. William Northwood and John 
Northwood II carved several plaques 
with figure subjects, utilizing the old 
methods of hand-tooling. William 
Northwood executed two fine plaques 
entitled “Venus and Dancing Cupid” 
and “Venus Instructing Cupid.” John 
Northwood II carved a small plaque 
entitled “Dancing Figures” and a 
large one entitled “Aphrodite.” (See 
HossiEs for May, 1955). 

Although the period of years dur- 
ing which Cameo glass was made was 
comparatively short, it had seen the 
production of works by the North- 
wood school of artists which can 
be termed masterpieces of art and 
craftsmanship. Glass had been dem- 
onstrated in modern times as a me- 
dium wherein artists could give ex- 
pression to their ideals ina beautiful 
way.

At The Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies 


In these days of highway safety 
programs too many reminders cannot 
be given auto travelers to make them 
aware of the need for careful driv- 
ing. A predominant number of visi- 
tors to the Lightner Museum of Hob- 
bies are motorists; and there is now 
on display an exhibit that will per- 
haps make them conscious of the haz- 
ards of careless driving and develop 
a cooperation with those guardians 
ff the highways who are out there 
day and night to help people help 
themselves. When one sees a_ high- 
way patrolman the automatic mental 
reaction of the driver creates a quick 
examination of his driving procedure. 


Visitors going through the Museum 
observe an impressive and striking 
display that should suggest careful 
driving. The exhibit consists of a 
large painted map of the United 
States; and a ribbon from each state 
‘eads to the corresponding shoulder 
patch worn by its highway patrolmen, 
the combination of all the emblems 
forming the outline border of the map. 
The collection was created by the 
Museum staff with the cooperation of 
the directors of the various state high- 
way patrol systems; and only one 
state of the nation’s 48 is missing. 
Efforts to obtain that one have been 
unsuccessful. 


Evidence that the display receives 
attention from visitors has been def- 
initely established by the fact that 
until recently the states of Texas an. 
Maryland were not included; and vis_ 
itors from those states would make a 
point of asking the Museum person- 
nel why. That could only be an- 
swered by telling the questioner that 
the emblems had not yet been received 
from their states. Texas and Mary- 
land are now in the display! 


In addition to having provided an 
interesting exhibit it is felt that it 
will also serve in the nature of a 
worthwhile public service and an 
important reminder to those. folk who 
leave the Museum to get in their cars 
and out on the highway. If it could be 
the cause of saving even one life 
on the highway it will have more 
than served its purpose.

The safety, speed and sureness in 
the delivery of the U.S. mail will be 
improved if the users of the mails 
follow ten basic postal pointers out- 
lined today by Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield. 

“The users of the mails can help 
themselves get better mail service 
by following these ten suggestions,” 
Mr. Summerfield said. “I tee: certain 
the American people will cooperate 
with the Post Office Department in 
this mutual effort to provide the best 
mail service possible.” 

1, Address mail fully and ‘clearly. Write 
legibly or print plainly. Where applic- 
able, use zone numbers. Avoid using ab- 
breviations which might confuse mail 
handlers. 

2. Always use a return address in the 
upper left hand corner of both letters 
and packages. When you do so, you pre- 
vent undelivered mail going to the ‘dead 
letter’ office. 

Do not enclose coins or hard ob- 
jects of any kind in letters, without 
marking the envelope for hand stamp- 
ing. High speed cancelling machines 
cannot process such letters, often jam 
and damage letters. 

4. Do not mail cash. For safety’s sake, 
use Postal Money Orders or cheeks, 

5. Make certain parcels are well pack- 


ed and securely wrapped. Enclose a 
(card with your return address and re- 
cipients address. This precaution per- 
mits delivery of your package if the 


wrapper is damaged. 

6. Double check to make sure your 
mail has the correct amount of postage. 
“Postage Due” delays letters and dis- 
appoints recipients. 

7. To speed letters through cancelling 
machines, be sure stamps are in upper 
right hand corner.

After playing second fiddle to his- 
tory for ten thousand years the great 
plains regions of the world suddenly 
spiash all of the headlines of the 
world as farmers from the Don-Vol- 
ga plains exchange visits with far- 
mers of the Mississippi-Wisconsin 
plains. Both come from regions little 
known to the long grey beard of his- 
tory, to plot the food supply of the 
world of tomorrow. 

It was 250 years after the found- 
ing of St’ Augustine that special en- 
voy James Monroe reported back to 
President Jefferson that the vast 
piains stretching west and south of 
the Chicago area seemed to be “bar- 
ren plains that never have grown 
trees and probably never will.” It 
was full 300 years before enough cov- 
ered wagons had passed up the set- 
tled river valleys to“settle” fully this 
greatest garden spot of the world. 


Ancient man and modern man, up 
to a hundred years ago all over the 
world, stuck to the water and fuel 
and building materia] along the val- 
leys of the world, and left to the 
Savages and the nomads the fertile 
plains of the world, The African Veld 
is the only great hinterland plain on 
which modern man has not yet chal- 
lenged the supremacy of the zebra, the 
rhino and the giraffe. That is a prob- 
lem for future history, probably ear- 
ly future history. 

Northern Illinois, Iowa and Nebra- 
ska were mostly long stretches of 
deep mud for those on their way to 
“California or bust.” This great gar- 
den spot has only recently emerged 
in history as the guarantor of liberal 
food supply for the greatest indus- 
trial nation of the modern world. 

The Tartars and the hordes of Gen- 
ghis Khan came galloping out of the 
great unknown plains to attack the 
places in Europe and Asia that were 
truly known to history. It is only in 
the last hundred years that these 
plains areas of Ancient Asia and 
Europe have really taken their place 
in history. During much of that hun- 
dred years not too much was known 
except that boatmen of the Don and 
Volga saw wild reckless horsemen 
visit river banks and race off into 
the grassy unknown yonder. 

The inland empire plains of Asia 


and Eastern Europe are not the fer- 
tile garden spots of Illinois and Iowa, 
but these two great plains areas, half 
a world apart, are to play a great 
role in history of the next hundred 
years. —o— 

We note that a jury of prominent 
Americans has selected the pueblo at 
Taos, N. Mex., as one of the half 
dozen greatest historic shrines of 
Americana. We agree with that ver- 
dict. The little Spanish headquarters 
at Santa Fe, a few more miles down 
the road has given its name to many 
features of the Southwest, and more 
or less faded Taos out of history. 

Taos might be called the ‘‘Geneva” 
of the ancient and early southwest. 
It was the point at which the ad- 
vanced culture of the Pueblo In- 


dians of the far southwest met the. 


nomadic culture of the roaming tribes 
of the Plains Indians. It was the 
point at which many conferences “At 
the summit” were held for the Amer- 
ican Indians. Unification and re-arm- 
ing of Indian tribes were discussed 
in council at that point, between the 
“East” and “West.” 

With an altitude and climate some- 
what similar to that of Switzerland, 
the mountain passes there, made Ta- 
os a difficult point to pass through 
for invasion either by east or west. 
It gradually became accepted as a 
neutral point for discussions. Span- 
ish governors considered Santa Fe as 
definitely Spanish territory, but the 
Spanish-Indian point at Taos pre- 
served an aura of neutrality in early 
Americana. It was Taos, not Santa 
Fe, that pioneer scouts and trappers 
felt a full freedom to visit. It was 
at Taos, not Santa Fe, that people of 
ffie new United States really became 
acquainted with the culture of the 
Spanish and the Indians of far south- 
west. Taos was the one greatest step- 
ping stone to southern California, and 
was a key point in the spread of this 
nation from ocean to ocean. 

It is a fine thing that this shrine 
pueblo of early Americana is pre- 
served in original form, and’ has not 
been surrounded and engulfed by the 
modern American city of neon signs 
and modern art shops. 


—_—-do— 
In our surveys of the history of 
antiques we are constantly confronted 


by the variety of diversified interests 
shown by well known persons of the 
past. Benjamin Franklin was not 
the only jack of all trades in early 
Americana who was master of all. 
Life in our early days required di- 
versified interest in many things. 
What we so glibly refer to as Ameri- 
can style of “individual initiative” 
was probably the product of diversi- 
fied ability, ready to meet many chal- 
lenges in many fields of action. It 
was not “specialization” initiative. 

Are we dreaming when we think 
we see a breakdown in initiative since 
the era of the twenties? Are more 
people today afraid to take the chan- 
ces of self employment? Are more 
doubtful of ability to save for them- 
selves, and more and more insistent 
on financial support by the govern- 
ment? Is not the emphasis today on 
“safety” rather than on daring? 

We have the uneasy feeling that 
specialization is closing in on the 
human mind and making it fearful 
of the ordinary things in life which 
were accepted as routine in Ameri- 
cana.

Money of Yesteryear

Large cents have been one of the 
most collected coins throughout the 
history of numismatics in the United 
States. Even by such ancestors as 
were not bona fide coin collectors, the 
early coppers were the coins saved. 

I can remember many fine old gen- 
tlemen who were the local “coin col- 
lectors.””’ Some kept their collections 
in cigar boxes, others had graduated 
to the stage of storing their coins 
in wooden cabinets with veivet lined 
trays. The state of condition of their 
collections was not always the best, 
but the important thing to these old 
timers was the “run of dates.” 

It was acknowledged that the 1799 
and 1804 were very rare, and the 
1793 scarce, but not too much was 
thought of the rarity of the rest of 
the dates. In fact one could make up 
a collection of all the other dates in 
average condition for not too much 
of an investment half a century ago. 
Other coins might be included in a 
man’s collection but there never was 
a time the large cents were not his 
outstanding coins and the “apple of 
his eye.” 

If one was permitted to see the 
collection, it would always be shown 
either on the dining room table un- 
der the hanging lamp, electric, gas, 
or kerosene, or it might be shown on 
the kitchen table, where the light usu- 
ally was better. Light to look at the 
coins was never very good but a mag- 
nifier was always available. 

Such a collection would have two 
or three very choice conditioned piec- 
es, most likely an 1812, or 1814, and 
sometimes an 1803 or 1807 tor these 
pieces seemed to be easier to get in 
nice condition at that time. The 1794s, 
were also usually in nice condition. 

The coins would first be laid out 
in their order and admired as a 
group, then each piece would be taken 
up and examined individually. If the 
collector was a variety specialist the 
die cracks and other varieties would 
be painstakingly shown and explained. 
Such a collection afforded a very 
pleasant evening. 

The interest in the old large cop- 
pers seems to have hgen always 
prevalent and in the early days a 
mysterious box with large coppers 
graced the secret cupboard of nearly 
every home. They might have been 
old and battered but they were cher- 
ished. 

The early cents, those struck from 
1793 through 1814 were most’ scarce 
and more cherished, for in those early 
years fewer were coined. A cent da- 
ted before 1800 was the real desir- 
able item. But the balance of the 
years were more prolific, so would 
be found more frequently inhabiting 
the coin box or bag. 


By comparison, the values of the 
large coppers were far above coins 
of other denominations even though 
they were much less than they are 
today. When one realizes that the 
rarer ones, 1799 or 1804, were quoted 
at $10 to $25 the first part of the 
century, 1000 to 2500 times their face 
value, while a gold piece of compar- 
able mintage could have been pur- 
chased in very excellent condition for 
very little over face value, one can 
easily see how popular these cents 
were. 

It is difficult to decide why the 
large coppers were so popular. Was 
it their attractive color? The rich 
variety of copper hues? Was the orig- 
ina] desire tohaveacachet of small 
change about for emergency use, at 
a time when small change was scarce? 
Or did the coppers gain preference 
because of their low face value, due 
to the reluctance of our ancestors to 
save coins of higher denominational 
value? I believe all of the above rea- 
sons played a part in their popular- 
it 


It would be hard for me to imagine 
for instance, some New England far- 
mer, making a date collection of ten 
dollar gold pieces, while I could read- 
ily imagine him collecting a date 
set of large cents. The fact that large 
cents were coined every year, except- 
ing 1815, is another factor. Early col- 
lectors did not like a set of coins with 
broken date series. 

Prior to the first regularly issued 
large cents a good many experi- 
mental pieces were struck. The Nova 
Constellatios were reputedly struck in 
England, as were some of the Wash- 
ington colonials. It took many years 
to get things organized so the mint 
could start operating. Even then, 
shortages of copper were a great 
hardship. 

Copper was shipped from England, 
Sweden and many other parts of the 
world. Scrap copper was one of the 
leading sources of supply, and old 
ships, and junk yards were busily 
searched. Old copper ware, too, was 
sought. It was a profitable pastime 
to those that did it. Such a variety 
of copper is the reason for the many 
shades and hues found on thé early 
coppers. 

Prior to 1814 engraving dies, the 
striking of coins were very crude, 
and the primitive processes caused 
the many varieties and die breaks 
known today. The year 1794 alone 
had fifty-seven varieties. 

The early mint was quite a head- 
ache, for it failed to show a profit 
and its operation resulted in a con- 
stant loss to the government. This 
was due to the early attempts to 
make the large coppers a true valued 
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coin, not a token as they are today. 

The first large coppers really had 
one cents worth of pure copper in 
them and it can readily be seen that 
the mint would have to coin these 
pieces at a loss. There was so much 
complaint that between 1800 and 
1802 a good amount of agitation was 
presented in the form of-* bills in 
Congress to have the mint closed com- 
pletely. 

The lack of cents in 1815 was 
caused by the shortage of copper that 
was an outcome of the war of 1812. 
When 1816 commenced, the mint re- 
ceived some fine new coining machin- 
ery and with their new methods of 
coining, new building, and the slight- 
ly lighter coins which had been start- 
ed a decade or more earlier, the mint 
first started to show a profit. Thou- 
sands of coins were now struck each 
year and for the first time in our 
history, we find that in 1820 the mint 
suspended making large cents for six 
months due to the oversupply then at 
hand. 

While the half cent can be com- 
pared with the cent as to its his- 
tory of coinage, the half cent was 
never as popular. I believe thfs was 
due to its not having been coined 
as consistently. Even before 1800 
there were many years omitted in 
the half cent series but cents were 
consistently coined. 

The entry of small cents (which 
really are a token coinage) did not 
deter the interest in the denomina- 
tion to any great extent. I do believe 
the real old timers could never work 
up the enthusiasm over the first In- 
dian Heads that they did over the 
large coppers. They did maintain the 
series but only so they had a coin 
of every year of issue. Their hearts 
were in the big pennies. 

A collection of large cents, when 
seen in superb condition cannot be 
beat for interest and beauty. Choice 
specimens have acquired a rich glos- 
sy hue, some steel colored, some olive, 
some a rich brown, and some, in my 
opinion inferior to the others, in orig- 
inal red. 

These original red cents are the 
ones to be watched very closely, for 
they are the cents most apt to be- 
come spotted and spoiled by corro- 
sion. Cents that have acquired the 
glossy tones, seldom change and can 
be relied upon to maintain their beau- 
ty indefinitely. 

Indian Heads and Lincoln cents are 
today considered most desirable pro- 
vided they are in brilliant or uncircu- 
lated red condition, but I think they 
should be considered more desirable 
when they attain the rich glossy tone 
large cents have. I have seen some 
early Indian Heads that are uncircu- 
lated and have attained that color, 
and they are absolutely beautiful, as 
are the proofs. 

The recent and partially success- 
ful attempts to clean small cents is 
a pity for as long as they are kept 
bright, they will never have a chance 
to acquire that rich color. It is un- 
fortunate that the collectors still de- 
mand their small cents in brilliant 
or uncirculated red condition.

Henry E. Huntington 
Library & Art Gallery 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


It was a great agree for me to 
revisit the Henry E. Huntington Lib- 

rary when I was in California this 
summer. I had visited the Library 
first during my freshman year ai 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles and I had been thrilled to 
see among other treasures the Elles- 
mere Chaucer with the Canterbury 
Pilgrim looking much too top-heavy 
on his tiny palfrey, and pointing to 
the line: 

“Here beginneth Chaucer’s tale of 
Melibee.” 

The Library is just beyond Pasa- 
dena at San Marino in an almost 
rural setting. The grounds cover 
two hundred acres and include Mr. 
Huntington’s home (now the Art Gal- 
ery), the Library building, and a 
series of gardens: the Camellia Gar- 
den, the Oriental Garden, and the 
Cactus Garden. Situated on a hill- 
side, the attractive location confirms 


the statement of Mr. MHuntington’s 
uncle, Collis P. Huntington, that 
Henry E. Huntington was the best 
judge of real estate in the world. 
On this visit I met Miss Mildred 
Bowen, Director of Publicity for the 
Library. Miss Bowen most graciously 
showed me through the main exhibi- 
tion hall and then took me to the 
exhibit of Walt Whitman material. 
July, 1955, was the centenary of 
the publication of “Leaves of Grass” 
and the Library had on exhibition 
seven of the first nine editions of 
this book. The first edition, issued 
about July 4, 1855, was hand-set in 
part by the author and carried his 
name, Walter Whitman on its copy- 
right-page but not its title-page. 
Equally as rare as the first edition 
is a small sheet of paper headed: 
“Copy for the convenience of private 
reading only” — Whitman’s printing 
of the famous letter of praise which 
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George III, King of England. Autograph letter to Thomas Townshend- 
Reproduced through the courtesy of Henry E- Huntington Library and Art Gallery 
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he received from Emerson. The 
spine of Whitman’s second edition 
carries the letter’s opening words: “I 
greet you at the beginning of a 
great career.’ 

I was, of course, especially inter- 
ested in the manuscript drafts of in- 
dividual poems in “Leaves of Grass.” 
Whitman worked over, revised, inter- 
lined, and deleted. It is little wonder 
that he preferred to set some of the 
type himself. 

Among the letters on exhibition is 
Whitman’s letter to John Burrouzhs 
on the death of Emerson. “So Emer- 
son is dead — the leading man in 
all Israel. If I feel able, I shall 
go to his funeral — improbable, 
though.” He also comments to Bur- 
roughs on the seventh edition: “Os- 
good asks me to change and expur- 
gate — I refuse peremptorily — he 
throws up the book.” The Library 
also has a tiny notebook written dur- 
ing the Civil War period when Whit- 
man tended the wounded. Here is 
one of his reminders: “Gave him 
some rice pudding. Take some jelly 
to Ward B.” 

Miss Bowen then introduced me to 
Mr. Herbert C. Schulz, Curator of 
Manuscripts. Mr. Schulz talked with 
me about the Library‘s research pro- 
gram and then took me on a “Grand 
Tour” of the manuscripts. 


Most of the mater:*! wee »urehaced 
by Mr. Huntington from 1907 to 1927. 
It is said that his purpose was to 
create a library on the West Coast 
which would rival the libraries of Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, London, or New 
York. For this 
limited funds, unlimited enthusiasm, 
and almost unlimited opportunities. 
During the era when he was collect- 
ing. the finest English and American 
literary and historical collections ap- 
peared on the market. He was able 
to buy entire libraries that had been 
mellowing from the time of Eliza- 
beth, and even complete archives that 
dated almost to the Battle of Hast- 
ings! Through such purchases he 
made the library in San Marino one 
of the great libraries of the world. 


His first large purchase was the 
entire library of Elihu Dwight 
Church in 1911 at a cost of $1,200,200. 
In this. collection was the original 
manuscript of Benjamin Franklin’s 
Autobiography, which Church had 
purchased from John Bigelow. The 
Autobiography is part of the per- 
manent exhibit of the Library and is

purpose he had un-: 
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surely one of the choicest of Ameri- 
can manuscripts. It was not begun 
by Franklin until 1771, at the age of 
sixty-five. In this early section he 
recalls the days when he was a local 
printer. No more of the book was 
written until 1784, after Franklin 
had rendered his great services in the 
cause of American independence. 
Then, in 1788, Franklin resumed his 
confessions, adding a few more pages 
between 1788 and the time of his 
death on April 17, 1790. 

For about $1,000,000 Mr. Hunting- 
ton purchased the Duke of Devon- 
shire’s collection. This included the 
John Philip Kemble (Sarah  Sid- 
don’s brother) collection of over 
9,000 English plays; also playbills 
and books on the stage. About twenty- 
five Caxton books and several Shake- 
speare folios made this collection an 
important Huntington acquisition. 

In 1917 Mr. Huntington secured the 
Bridgewater House Library from the 
Earl of Ellesmere at about $1,000,000. 
This library was begun by Sir Thom- 
as Egerton who was Lord Chancellor 
to Queen Elizabeth and James I. In 
this collection is the contemporary 
manuscript copy of “The Canterbury 
Tales” containing the only known 
portrait of Chaucer, and 4,400 volumes 
of printed books, 200 illuminated and 
other manuscripts, and 8,000 to 
10,000 historical documents and let- 
ters. 

In 1923, Mr. Huntington bought the 
Loudon papers, the Abercromby 
papers, and the Battle Abbey papers. 
The Loudon papers cover the period 
of the French and Indian War. 

The Stowe papers, obtained in a- 
bout 1925, consist of approximately 
one million items. Here are the com- 
bined papers of the Grenville, Temple 
and Bridges families, dating from the 
12th Century to the 20th Century. 

The Hastings-Huntington papers 
were purchased in 1927. This group 
contains royal charters, great seals, 
and hundreds of royal letters and 
correspondence from 1105 to 1745. 
With this collection to draw from, 
the Library had littie difficulty in 
assembling, in honor of the corona- 
tion of Queen Elizabeth II, an exhibit 
of the seals and signatures of British 
sovereigns from Edward I to Charles 
I. The Edward I document, a grant 
dated February 7, 1278, has the great 
seal of Edward affixed. The Edward 
IV document is a grant to William 
Lord Hastings, to be Steward of Not- 
tingham Castle and Keeper of Sher- 
wood Forest. It is dated March 2, 
1475. Jumping ahead a century and a 
quarter is Queen Elizabeth’s letter 
appointing the Earl of Huntingdon as 
jailer of Mary, Queen of Scots. 

Some of the earliest papers relat- 
ing to the New World are in the Piz- 
arro-LaGasca collection. Here are 
signed letters of the Pizarros, Charles 
V, Philip II, and Almagro, covering 
the period 1537-1580. Here, too, is 
the important manuscript of Piz- 
arro’s description of his cousin’s dis- 
covery and conquest of Peru. 

Of the American Revolutionary 
period the Library has over 400 let- 
ters and manuscripts of George

Unlike the writings of the Bronte 
sisters, which can readily be found 
today on library shelves, the novels 
of America’s best selling authoress, 
Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth, have 
been nearly forgotten in the fifty-six 
years since her death. 

However, it was not always the 
case. Two of her novels Ishmael and 
The Hidden Hand, along with their 
sequels sold well over a million copies 
each. Most of her other novels, which

Mrs. Southworth was born to Su- 
sanna and Charles Nevitte on Decem- 
ber 26, 1818 in eastern Virginia and 
was christened Emma Dorothy Eliza 
Nevitte. When she was but four years 
old her father died and soon after- 
wards her mother married a Mr. 
Joshua A. Henshaw of Boston. Em- 
ma was educated at Mr. Henshaw’s 
private school in that city and spent 
many of her summers with relatives 
in Virginia. In 1840 she married 
Frederick H. Southworth and soon 
afterwards they settled on a farm in 
southwestern Wisconsin. Within three 
years, the impractical Mr. South- 
worth had deserted Emma and her 
young son. Alone, she went to Wash- 
ington, D. C., where she gave birth 
to a daughter. 

To support her children, Mrs. 
Southworth became a public school 
teacher. Because the teaching job 
paid so little, she was forced to find 
an extra source of income and turned 
to writing. Her first novel Retribu- 
tion, was written in 1847. It appeared 
as a serial in weekly installments in 
the National Era, a story-paper of 
the time. Emma’s success at this and 
other serial novels brought her to the 
attention of the Saturday Evening 
Post, then a rival to the National 
Era. The Post lured Mrs. Southworth 
away from the Era in 1849 .Her first 
Post serial, The Deserted Wife, was 
a great success and is said to have 
saved the Post from oblivion. In 1852, 
the most popular of her early serials, 
The Curse of Clifton, was serialized 
in this magazine, but Mrs. South- 
worth was forced to continue her 
teaching to make ends meet. Near- 
ly all of her serials were published 
in book form by the Post publisher, 
T. B. Peterson, subsequent to appear- 
ing in his magazine. 

Mrs. Southworth never planned the 
length of these serials. Her publisher 
and former employer, T. B. Peterson, 
would let the serial progress to a 
certain length and publish that much 
as a book. The rest of the book was 
later published as a sequel. The first 
book of a_ set was named after the 
title of the story-paper serial and the 
second given a different title. 


In 1857, when Mrs. Southworth 
was well established as a writer, she 
accepted the much better terms of 
Robert Bonner, dynamic publisher of 
the New York Ledger. She imme- 
diately stopped her teaching and 
made her writing a full time occupa- 
tion. From this time on she wrote ex- 
clusively for the Ledger. 


Nearly all the serial-novels of Em- 
ma Southworth and her contempora- 
ries followed the same general for- 
mula: Take an utterly beautiful and 
completely perfect woman, a hand- 
some and titled hero and a complete- 
ly despicable villain. Add appropriate 
and incredibly stilted dialogue to each 
character. Mix with an assortment of 
secret passages, hunchbacks, cradle 
snatchings, poisonings, duels, assassi- 
nations, disappearances, coincidences, 
rag pickers and sinister castles. Add 
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a provocative title such as The Curse 
of Clifton, The Haunted Homestead, 
The Lost Heiress, Her Love or Her 
Life, or The Bride’s Fate and you 
have a Southworth novel. 


Two exceptions to the formula were 
Mrs. Southworth’s biggest successes 
and best sellers. The first was The 
Hidden Hand, published as a serial 
in 1859. In this story a completely 
different type of Southworth heroine 
was introduced to the readers. Capi- 
tola was beautiful and perfect, of 
course, but she wasn’t the kind to 
spend the day simpering over a cup 
of tea. She rode and shot expertly, 
escaped from the clutches of the vil- 
lain without assistance, captured 
thugs and performed similar daring 
deeds which endeared her to the 
hearts of the tied-to-the-hearth-and- 
children 19th century woman. Hidden 
Hand and its sequel, Capitola’s Peril, 
when printed as books, sold nearly 
two million copies. On Mrs. South- 
worth’s arrival in London in 1859, 
the shops were featuring ‘Capitola’ 
wearing apparel for women and three 
dramatic versions of The Hidden 
Hand were playing simultaneously. 
One version starred John Wilkes- 
Booth as the villainous Black Donald. 
Before being published as a_ book, 
it was printed in the New York 
Ledger twice more, in 1868 and 1883. 
Hidden Hand was translated into the 
major foreign languages including 
German, and was made as a movie 
serial in 1917 with Doris Kenyon as 
the star. 


The second exception to the South- 
worth formula was Ishmael, her best 
selling book, which was serialized in 
the Ledger in 18638. Peterson pub- 
lished it in 1864 in the usual two vol- 
umes, the first being called Ishmael 
or In the Depths, and the second one 
titled Self-Raised or From the 
Depths. These volumes outsold all 
other 19th century novels with the 
exception of Uncle Tom’s Cabin. The 
main character was, of course, Ish- 
mael Worth, who lifts himself from 
extreme poverty to the heights of 
fame and fortune. He was perfect in 
every way as usual, but this story 
was different in that it was based 
on the “rags-to-riches” theme pop- 
ularized by Horatio Alger and Ol- 
iver Optic in their books tor children. 
In Ishmael, Mrs. Southworth kept the 
secret doors and ragpickers to a min- 
imum and detailed the rocky road 
her hero took to, success. The author, 
and many others shared the opinion 
that this was her best work. The 
book and its sequel sold over two 
million copies each, a phenomenal rec- 
ord in the 19th century and an en- 
viable one even today. 


The modern reader usually finds 
the works of Mrs. Southworth rather 
difficult to read, mainly because of 
her incredibly stilted literary con- 
struction. As an example the follow- 
ing is a quotation from her novel 
Self-Raised. 


“Ishmael: ‘I love you, Bee! I love 
you! Hear me! There is no woman 
in the world can rival you for an 
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instant in my heart — no, not one; 

and there has never been one! That 

boyish passion I once cherished 
for another, and that haunts your 
imagination so fatally, was but as 

a blaze of straws that quickly 

burned out!’” 

Around 1864, Emma Southworth 
moved to Georgetown, D. C., where 
she spent the remainder of her life 
writing and entertaining. Her home 
became a Washington literary salon. 
She was a good friend of the poet 
Whittier and she is believed to have 
suggested the idea for his ballad-po- 
em Barbara Frietchie. Another friend 
was Harriet Beecher Stowe. They had 
been introduced many years before 
by the editor of the National Era. 
Besides her literary friends, Mrs. 
Southworth had admirers who would 
stop by her home for an autograph 
or conversation. Her friends knew 
her as a kind-hearted, sincere woman 
without vanity or pretense. 

The popularity of Mrs. South- 
worth’s novels reached new heights 
in the Seventies and Eighties. People 
in all walks of life read her novels, 
from cabinet ministers to kitchen 
maids. As proof of her popularity, 
Peterson brought out her complete 
works in forty-two volumes in 1882. 
Due to Mrs. Southworth’s contribu- 
tions and Robert Bonner’s brilliant 
management the Ledger became the 
most popular story-paper of the day. 
When she died at the age of 81 on 
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Indian olla basket, wart;

ker and Thomas H. Borden issued 
The Telegraph and Texas Register, 
the most important paper serving the 
cause of Texas independence. There 
were other papers devoted to Lone 
Star independence but the Telegraph, 
first issued at San Felice, was prac- 
tically the official organ of the pro- 
visional government. 

The Telegraph continued publica- 
tion at Austin until March 24, 1836, 
‘when General Santa Anna’s advance 
on the town forced the staff to take 
the press apart, break up the forms, 
and pack the type and beat a retreat 
to Harrisburg. This time, after set- 
ting up a single issue, they were 
again surprised by the Mexican ad- 
vance and the Mexicans seized the 
press, pied the type, and held the 
printers as prisoners. 

The Mexicans threw the press into 
Buffalo Bayou. Later this press was 
recovered and used to print the Mor- 
ning Star at Houston, which first 
appeared on April 8, 1839, and boast- 
ed of being the first daily paper in 
the Republic of Texas. 

After the battle of San Jacinto, 
Gail Borden went to Cincinnati, where 
he bought new equipment and re- 
sumed publication of the Telegraph 
on October 2, 1836, at Columbia on 
the Brazos, then the temporary seat 
of government. Dr. Francis Moore 
became its editor on June 20, 1337. 
Borden sold his interest in the paper 
to Jacob W. Cruger and Cruger and 
Moore became the publishers. They 
were also public printers and con- 
tinued to hold that office even after 
the capital had been removed to Aus- 
tin where they established The Texas 
Sentinel on January 15, 1840, while 
still continuing to issue the Telegraph 
at Houston. Borden returned to his 
native state and laid the foundation 
for his great milk dispensing business 
in New York City. 

The credit for being the first news- 
paper in the area now’ known as 
Texas is given to a sheet of military 
orders and other news printed at Gal- 
veston Island in 1816 when the Uni- 
ted States occupied that place. Com- 
modore Aury, Colonel Mina and Cap- 
tain Perry were of the Military units 
stationed there and the actual print- 
ing was done by Samuel Bangs who 
had worked in Baltimore. In 1819, 


when the Long’ expedition reached 
Nacogdoches it had a_ news-sheet 
printed by Horatio Bigelow, but it 
was confined mostly to the history 
of the expedition. 

The first real newspaper in the 
Lone Star state was published by 
Godwin Brown Cotten in San Felipe 
Austin County. This was The Texas 
Gazette which had its first issue on 
September 20, 1829 and it survived 
until 1832 when it was purchased by 
D..W. Anthony and merged with The 
Texas Gazette and Brazoria Com- 
mercial Advertiser, which Anthony 
had established in 1830 at Brazoria. 
The new paper was called the Con- 
stitutional Advocate and the Texas 
Public Advertiser and the first issue 
of this combined paper appeared on 
August 30, 1832. Anthony died the 
next year at Brazoria, a_ victim of 
cholera. 


‘The Texas Republican began pub- 
lication at Brazoria in July, 1834, it 
was conducted by F. C. Gray and A. 
J. Harris and it continued until the 
invasion of Texas by Santa Anna in 
1836. Little is known of two other 
Texas newspapers of this early per- 
iod other than their names and place 
of publication, these were. The Ad- 
vocate of People’s Rights, started by 
Oliver H. Allen at Brazoria in 1834 
and The Texas Advocate and Immi- 
grant’s Guide, which had a spasmodic 
existence at Nacogdoches during 1835 
and 1836. 


Other early Texas papers were 
George H. French’s The Daily News 
in Galveston which began publication 
April 11, 1842. The Texan Advocate 
was first issued at Victoria in May, 
1846 by John D. Logan and Thomas 
Sterne. Logan later published The 
Herald in San Antonio. The Western 
Texan was the first newspaper pub- 
lished in San Antonio beginning in 
1848 and it was soon followed by The 
Ledger. James W. Latimer founded 
The Dallas Herald in 1849. The Hou- 
ston Post was founded on February 
19, 1880 by Gail Johnson, a grandson 
of Gail Borden of the Telegraph. The 
Statesman at Austin, established in 
1871, was called the second oldest 
newspaper in Texas’ at the time 
James Melvin Lee was preparing his 
great work “The History of American 
Journalism” back in 1917. 
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I generally think of my hobby as 
collec.ing chipped stone implements, 
rather than Indian Relics, for al- 
though I have a few picces of Mouxd 
Builders pottcry, I do not collect any 
of the wooden, leather or metal im- 
plements made afier the coming of 
the white man and his tools. 


My interest in these implements is 
natural, I think, for I was brought 
up in North Dakota, just one genera- 
tion after the Indians ran free and 
hunted buffalo on the prairies of that 
State. As a very young boy I lived 
in a small town in north central North 
Dakota when the Sioux made their 
last break from Fort Totten Reser- 
vation and went whooping and shoo.- 
ing into the air, through the town 
at night. 


For several summers I camped witi 
my parents on the north side of Devils 
Lake, from where ‘we occasionally 
visited the Reservation for ceiemon- 
ial dances. My first summer vacation 
job was herding sheep on a ranch in 
North Dakota. The nearest neighbor 
was five milcs, and the nearest town 
eighteen miles away. It was virgin 
prairie, with buffalo bones in evidenc2 
all over the range, and buffalo 1un3 
to the salt licks north of us, and buf- 
falo wallows about every large ston2. 
There was scarcely a day that I did 
not pick up an arrowhead or two, and 
frequently a tanner, skinner or fle- 
sher, with several good hammers and 
celts thrown in for interest. All o7 
those were left with the rancher fo: 
whom I worked. During my high 


school days I lived in the Cheyenne 
River Valley. The Cheyenne, like all 
other rivers running east into the 
Red River of the North, had a wide 
deep valley, left over from the time 
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or Indian Relics

immediately after the Ice Age when 
the Red River Valley was Lake Aga- 
sis. Along the bluffs overlooking tie 
river were many small burial mounds, 
generally single. I realize now how 
much of archeological value we des- 
troyed by opening those mounds for 
the arrowheads and implements that 
hau peen buried with the chief. Study 
since those high school days, indicates 
that each mound was the burial place 
of a chief, put on the high point so 
that from the Land of the Great 
Spirit he could look out over the 
hunting grounds of his tribe. That 
collection was lost when the Metho- 
dist parsonage in which my family 
lived was burned to the ground. 


After a great many years as a 
philatelist, I was in Yosemite Valley 
just after the spring freshets and be- 
fore the tourist season. In one small 
stream bed I picked up five perfect 
flint arrowheads, and immediately 
became a collector of chipped stone 
implements. 


My collection now consists of well 
over four thousand arrowheads and 
over one hundred celts. The word celt 
being used to describe an implement 
or weapon of stone. There are knives 
of various sizes, shapes and lengths. 
Spear heads from four to six inches 
long. Round game balls, ceremonial 
and charm stones, grinding stones, 
round hammers, sharp edged ham- 
mers and tomahawks, fish  scalers, 
tanners, fleshers and hide scrapers. 
I have a few stone hoes and digging 
implements, several beautiful drills 
of various sizes and lengths and, of 
course, some chipped stones for which 
I have not been able to designate a 
particular use. 


The arrowheads are my first inter- 





est, and are all displayed on heavy 
white cardbgard, eight by twelve in- 
ches in size. The number to a board 
varies with size and shape of the 
arrowhead, but average twenty 
throughout my collection. They are 
classified variously. Some by States 
from which they came, some by tribe, 
when it has been possible to decide 
accurately time and place of their 
actual use. Some by types of stone 
and others by the type or use of 
the arrowhead. 

I have arrowheads from all, ex- 
cept the New England States, and 
from most of the Canadian Provin- 
ces, also a few from Mexico. [ find 
that flint was more often used than 
any other stone, although there are 
some beautiful pieces made from 
chalcedony in white, pink, red, grey 
and various stripes and mottles of 
those colors. I have a few made o 
slate, some of chert, a few of pitch- 
blende. Some of jasper, quartz, quart- 
zite, petrified wood, and two pieces 
made of the very hard obsidian. Some 
arrowheads are very crude, and it is 
not always possible to decide if crude 
means very old, or if it is a rough 
attempt by a beginner, or the hurry 
up job of some older Indian. 

We think crude need not mean old, 
for the Folsom type arrow which is 
found in only a few places on the 
North American continent and then 
along side of bones of the mastodon 
and saber toothed tiger, which would 
indicate that they were made and 
used thousands of years ago, are 
some of the finest chipping and 
smoothest edges of any in my col- 
lection. The Folsom type is distin- 
guished by the groove which extendé 
from base deep into body, and occar 
sionally to the point of the implement.

No two arrowheads are alike. When 
we consider how the Indian made 
them we realize why they were not. 
The arrowhead was made by chipping 
and flaking the stone. sometimes with 
another stone, or with horn or tooth 
of game animals. Heat and sudden 
cooling by water may have been used 
by some tribes or individuals, but it 
was not the general way of chipping. 
The kind of stone, the shape of the 
piece he started with and too big or 
deep a flake in the process all helped 
to decide the end results of his ef- 
forts. 

Types include wide game arrows, 
slender fish arrows, round headed 
arrows for stunning without piercing. 
Barbless war points, made that way 
so when the arrow was withdrawn 
the head stayed in the enemy. Minor 
types include wide stem base, narrow 
stem base, long or _ base, single 
notched, double notched, side notches, 
long or short barbed, and one sided, 
that is one that looks like only half 
an arrow. Other minor classifications 
include half moon baseybat wing type, 
hound dog ears, tiying bird arrows, 
serrated, saw edged and willow leaf 
shapes. I have two that are almost 
perfect replicas of flying eagles, one 
is a large arrowhead, the other a 
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small bird point. Some arrowheads 
are chipped in such a way that they 
would have a tendency to rotate in 
their passage through the air. I 
have right and left rotary. 

In my collection some of the most 
beautiful and most perfect pieces are 
the small bird points. Some of these 
are less than one-half inch in length, 
yet are perfect in every detail of 
stem, barb, point and serration. It 
must have taken infinite pains to 
have produced these pieces. 


I have one of the heart shaped 
arrowheads which come only from 
the Spiritwood Lake region, of North 
Dakota. It is claimed that some df 
these heart shaped pieces have a 
cross on them which may indicate 
that they are of more recent origin, 
probably after the French exployers 
and priests had visited that area 

I have twenty arrowheads _ that 
came out of a mound in central North 
Dakota, all made of the Minnesota 
red pipe stone, which would indicate 
that the Indian often went far to get 
the rock he needed to make his wea- 
pons, or, of course, it could mean that 
some of the Minnesota Sioux drifted 
that far west on hunting or war ex- 
peditions. 


I do not believe that one can tell 
by the type of stone or size or shape 
of the arrowhead when it was made, 
or what tribe used it. Arrowheads 
found in and around mounds, known 
to have been made by the very early 
Mound Builders are no different from 
those found on the surface of the 
land far from mounds, or lands known 
to have been occupied by Mound 
Builders. Arrowheads of stone found 
in the region of the Aztecs of Mex- 
ico, or Incas of Peru may be indis- 
tinguishable from those found in 
single burial mounds of recent Sioux 
or Chippewa tribes. Also, we have 
reason to believe that the Sioux, who 
fought Custer in Montana were direct 
descendants of Sioux tribes that once 
lived in east Central United States. 
There was constant migration and 
change in effort to get better hunt- 
ing grounds. 


The study of chipped stone imple- 
ments, of course, leads to study of the 
American Indian. Among the best 
reference books I own are “Indians 
of North Dakota” by Wemett; “Land

Confederate or Union Carbine? 








In this business of gun collecting 
you find that the more experiences 
you have the more you learn and the 
more you find you have to learn. 
Take the pictured carbine or rifle; 
all the data i’d accumulated after 
some ten years indicated that it had 
been purchased by the U. S., Agent, 
G. L. Schuyler on December 31, 1861 
as one of some 10,000 for which was 
paid the sum of $65,000. I haven’t 
seen records of Confederate purchases 
of same and there might well be, but 
somehow I’d considered it a Union 
piece. Recently another such rifle 
was offered up for sale by a Vir- 
ginia dealer-collector who insisted 
that it had been garried by an an- 
cestor in the Confederate Army. And 
it may well have been the case inas- 
much as many of the arms carried 
by the gray forces were battlefield 
pick-ups, dropped by Union soldiers, 
But then, the Confederates also pur- 
chased vast quantities of “junker” 
weapons from the dealers in Europe 
and these may well have found their 
way here. 


At first glance one might assume 
that this rifle was something some 
amateur gunsmith had doctored up, 
the octagonal barrel is turned round 
for 4% inches and if you had seen 
only one of these you’d think your- 
self guessing right about its history. 
We can only assume that this rifle 
was either a sporting piece or a very 
cheap military type up for discard. 
The full-octagonal barrel doesn’t 
seem very military, and the apparent 
means of fastening a bayonet to it 
before being turned down even less 
so. It doesn’t appear to have been 
made up especially for sale to the 
U. §S. Government because the pur- 
chases of these were made so soon 
after the outbreak of the war; it 


does use small percussion caps of 
types we would have used for pistols 
and small sporting arms, however, 
and that does give it the connotation 
of being non-military. The name of 
J. Nowotny of Prague, Bohemia, is 
stamped on the barrel tang, but this 
man was apparently only a sometime 
gunmaker and more often an arms 
dealer. The firm was in existence as 
late as World War II and most of 
that time as arms merchants. It is 
quite likely that Nowotny ‘was one 
of the contact men for selling Aus- 
trian surplus weapons to. either 
Union or Confederate agents and 
that he stamped all his sales with 
his name. The stamping is a good 
one, but the marking is applied very 
haphazardly as to positioning. 


The rifle is about .58 caliber, full 
length of 45 inches and a barrel 
measuring some 29 inches, has a 
weight of 7% lbs. checkered stock 
with cheek piece, with bronzed ram- 
rod holder and spring attached to 
right side of muzzle end for hold- 
ing bayonet. It was to be had for 
sale in Bannermans catalog of 1940 
for $4.85 and was being sold for that 
price in an earlier 1925 catalog of 
this same firm. It is quite possible 
that Bannerman had these for sale 
right after the close of the Civil 
War because they were almost cer- 
tainly dispensed with by the north- 
ern forces as soon as something bet- 
ter came along and probably first to 
go when surplus arms were sold.after 
cessation of hostilities. 

The carbines sold for between $6.50 
to $6.90 each and were part of the 
lot purchased between the beginning 
of the war and June 30, 1862. Wheth- 
er the full 10,000 ever got here is 
not presently "known, but certainly 
a fair quantity must have because of 


their sale by Bannerman and the fact 
that within the past six years some 
four specimens have made their ap- 


pearance—and for something still as 
“undesired” among collectors, that’s 
a good record. Perhaps when some- 
one starts collecting all the second- 
ary Civil War Arms there will be a 
great hustle to obtain this, among 
others.

didn’t realize that he was laying the 
foundation for one of the principal 
collections in the world.

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quent trips in 1898, Nunnemacher 
purchased additional arms in_ his 
tours through Japan, China and the 
Philippines. He died suddenly on Jan- 
uary 29, 1900 at the age of 28, and 
one wonders just how much of a col- 
lection he might have accumulated 
had he lived longer. 

Some $10,000 was left by him for 
purchase of additional firearms, and 
since that time other members of his 
family as well as non-members have 
donated many specimens and sums of 
money to the Milwaukee Public Mu- 
seum for the expansion and mainte- 
nance of this outstanding collection.

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POST CARD 


From wme to time we get ques- 
tions about the earliest post cards. 
From time to time also we receive 
letters from readers who pass on un- 
criticized statements that have been 
made to them, or who send us “knowl- 
edge” that has been “acquired” by 
hearsay or by careless reading. Much 
misinformation, and many half truths 
about early post cards, their dates 
and origins, have thus been printed 
and capied from one back to the 
other, round and round. One wishing 
for real information has to be care- 
ful in checking his information, and 
in tracing the sources. Real informa- 
tion about post cards is hard to come 
at, and those who have learned any- 
thing have done so by long and hard 
research done either because the re- 
searcher has tenacity and does not 
like to admit defeat, or because he 
loves the subject and enjoys the work, 
or perhaps for both reasons. 


Such a careful and persistent re- 
searcher is a man well known to card 
collectors, and to readers of this col- 
umn. He gives us an account which 
he says is a compilation of several 
items that he has written before, a- 
long ‘with added and more recent 
knowledge. We are glad when our 
readers share their findings with 
other collectors. 


PIONEER POST CARDS 
By J. R. BURDICK 


Newspapers of the early 1870’s 
contained numerous references _ to 
postal cards. Such a one reads: “We 
shall doubtless have the postal card. 
The House Postoffice Committee 
favors it.” However, as in most mat- 
ters pertaining to the mails, America 
was a follower rather than a leader. 
Postmaster General Stephen of Ger- 
many had suggested a postal card 
as early as 1865, but Austria was the 
first to put them on sale in 1869. The 
first U. S. Postal card was placed 
on sale in 1578. 


The first postals were 1c rather 
than the present 2c, but like cards 
of today, one side was reserved for 
the address while on the other could 
be placed any kind of personal or

business message, written or printed, 
with or without illustration. Any 
privately made card could be mailed 
as printed matter at the lc rate, but 
with a written message required the 
2c letter rate. The World Almanac 
in its 1898 edition cautioned readers 
“Cards issued by private persons are 
not ‘postal cards” and if bearing 
written or partly written messages 
must be prepaid at 2c.” 


Within a few weeks after their ap- 
pearance in Europe, postal cards 
were being “illustrated” in various 
ways. Germany, France, Austria, and 
Switzerland all have claims to the 
distinction of being first at about the 
same time in 1870. Frederick T. Cor- 
kett of Raphael Tuck & Co. in an ad- 
dress to the Society of Arts in 1906 
stated that the origin of the first 
illustrated postal card was a matter 
of obscurity and of little ynportance. 
Viewcards are said to have been pub- 
lished regularly first in Zurich, 
Switzerland, in 1872. The actual ori- 
gin can be traced back as far as 1830 
in the form of illustrated letter heads 
and in America in the illustrated pa- 
triotic envelopes of the 1861 - 65 
period, which are well known. 

American postal cards were likewise 
illustrated at early dates, and the 
first such use was doubtlessly of a 
business or advertising nature. As in 
Europe, there was no widespread 
popularity for several years. Ai small 
trickle of European cards reached 
this country all through the 1880’s 
and examples’ are occasionally 
found in present day collections. In 
America, Hugh C. Leighton is some- 
times credited for making the first 
viewcards when he printed some Port- 
land, Me., views on postal cards. It 
is also said that a Niagara Falls view 
was made about the same time, but 
was not a success, most of them be- 
ing given away. It is not definitely 
known whether examples of any of 
these cards actually exist in a form 
which would prove their date, such as 
a postal cancellation. 


The Great Columbian Exposition of 
1893 brought the Souvenir Mail Card 
into prominence in this country. The 
big show was a year late in opening, 
and the extra time allowed for more 


complete preparation and the adoption 
of novel ideas such as souvenir postal 
cards. In addition to the “Goldsmith 
Official Cards,” there were at least 
three unofficial series and a few 
single items. Among the latter is one 
by Puck, the magazine, and was prob- 
ably given away by their booth. One 
of these Puck cards mailed by a lady 
visitor to her cousins in the South 
bears the handwritten message: “We 
are told that these are the first 
picture postals, and I hope that this 
is an addition to your collection.” 
Possibly the lady was not entirely 
correct about being first, but the 
notation shows that even at that date 
the cards were being collected, al- 
though nearly all collections of that 


time must have been of European 
cards. 


Later Expositions, the California 
Midwinter of 1894, Cotton States of 
1895, and Trans-Mississippi of 1898 
also published sets of Official view 
ecards. Like the Columbians, some 
were on government postal cards and 
some on privately published cards. 
For the latter, of course, a 2c stamp 
was required if any message was 
written. 


Among the earliest privately pub- 
lished cards were undoubtedly some 
of the popular tourist attractions and 
resorts of the time. The Summit 
House on Mt. Washington, N. H., had 
a double size folded card which is 
labeled “Illustrated Souvenir Card” 
and an example with the postmark 
of September 16, 1895, is known. An- 
other Summit House on Pike’s Peak 
had a Souvenir postal card, as did 
the Mt. Tom Railway in Massachu- 
setts. Several others are known, al- 
though early origin is usually im- 
possible to prove without a postal 
cancellation. 


During this time, various publish- 
ers in the larger cities were embold- 
ened to issue souvenir sets for their 
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localities. The Souvenir Card Era 
was now well started and the 
cards were becomin:; wel! known. nct 
only through our issues, but by the 
European cards that the mails were 
bringing us in ever increasing quan- 
tities. From 1895 to 1900 was the 
“Gruss Aus” period of Continental 
cards; and Germany, especially, was 
producing exceptionally beautiful 
cards of the multiple view type. Most 
of contemporary American series fol- 
lowed the multiple view pattern but 
there were exceptions. There was no 
standard title but the Souvenir Card 
or Mail Card designations predomin- 
ated. 

In Boston, The American Souvenir 
Co. published their well known set of 
12 Armstrong lithographs with copy- 
right dates of 1895 and 1896. They 
originally bore no title only address 
lines and a stamp box containing the 
words, “If this card you send by mail, 
Stick 2c stamp here without fail.” A 
father in Boston sent several of these

to Germany to his daughter who col- 
lected post cards. On November 23, 
1898, he wrote: “Perhaps you think, 
as I did, that there are no fancy post- 
al cards to be had in Boston, but 
American enterprise responds to this 
as to all other demards,” and two 
weeks later he added: “Your collec- 
tion of Boston cards isn’t quite com- 
plete, nor will it be for a while. They 
are not quite so plentiful here, how- 
ever, as in Europe.” It will be seen 
that even in late 1898, post cards 
were not readily obtainable, even in 
a big city like Boston. 

They probably did not sell in 
quantity, either, es several years 
later these cards were trimmed at the 
bottom and variously overprinted with 
titles and rates to conform to later 
regulations. 


Another publisher of similar name 
was the American Souvenir-Card Co. 
of New York,whose “Patriographic 
Series” began in 1897. These cards 
were in sets of 12 (numbers 1-12) 
for. various localities; and up to Jan- 
uary 1898, they had issued sets for 
New York, Boston, Washington, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago, Albany, Alaska, Niagara Falls 
in summer, Niagara in winter. Ex- 
amples of most of these have been 
seen, also series titles the White 
Squadron, Voyage New York to 
Europe, and Staten Island. Later 
notices state that thirty sets were 
published, but none of these have 
been seen and there is some doubt 
that the program was carried out. 
Among sets said to be in prepara- 
tion were Brooklyn, San Francisco, 
Coney Island, Cincinnati, Salem, St. 
Louis 1000 Islands, Yellowstone 
Park, Catskills, Adirondacks, Hud- 
son River, and Yosemite. 


Arthur Livingston of New York 
published two series of unnumbered 
“Souvenir Cards.” The first Greet- 
ings from Greater New York came 
out in 1897, and the second untitled 
series early in 1898. Other New 
York publishers who started at this 
time included the Universal Postal 
Card Co., H. A. Rost, Herman Kohle, 
Geo. K. Hollister, Edw. Lowey, C. F. 
Th. Kreh, and the Albertype Co. 
Others were Kropp of Milwaukee, 
The Philadelphia Press, Bosselman, 
M. Seckel, and O. Volker. Anony- 
mously were several emissions includ- 
ing a set of ten Greetings from Port- 
land, Ore., and Souvenirs of Greater 
New York. Several of these publi- 
shers did a small portion of their 
work on government postal cards. 


On May 19, 1898, the Pioneer Sou- 
venir Era ended when Congress 
passed its well-known regulation 
which authorized or permitted a writ- 
ten message on privately published 
ecards at’ the lc rate, thus ending 
the discrimination which had. retard- 
ed the use of these cards. To qualify, 
such cards had to be the approximate 
shape and weight of government 
postals, be inscribed “Private Mail- 
ing Card” and show the Authoriza- 
tion date. Practically all the cards 
published during the next four years 
can be identified by these required 
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markings of the Private Mailing Card 
Era. 


In 1902, as a result of U P U rul- 
ings the strict requirements were 
abolished. As the World Almanac of 
1903 notes, “Any card of foreign ori- 
gin which appears to be a post:card, 
and conforms to the specified require- 
ments can be mailed at the low lc 
domestic rate.” The Postal Card 
label was reserved exclusively for the 
government issues, and from then on 
most private issues were called Post 
Cards, although the Private Mailing 
is occasionally found on cards as Jate 
as 1905 or 1906. There were no 
strictly enforced requirements, even 
as today. 

Pioneer post cards are scarce be- 
cause collecting at that time was not 
a widespread hobby. There were a 
few collectors from the start, and to 
them we owe most of the early cards 
in today’s collections. The Post 
Card Dealer, a monthly for dealers 
in souvenir Post Cards’ started in 
1906, says “Ten years ago (1896) 
the post card was practically unknown 
in the United States,” and quoting 
the New York Tribune, “Two years 
ago (1904) the post card fad began 
in this country.” By 1906, it was a 
rapidly growing hobby, although 
probably not as strong as in Europe. 
A tourist returned from Europe wrote 
in the February, 1902, Cosmopolitan 
that at one German resort every third 
window displayed post cards for sale 
and no two seemed to show the same 
cards. Americans sent these cards 
to friends at home for years before 
they were actively sold here. By 
1906, one steamex had brought in 
from 50,000 to 60,000 cards. 


Today the hobby is again on 
a strong upswing, begun without 
doubt in 1989 by the new natural 
color printings and a general, im- 
provement in art work. Growth has 
naturally stimulated interest in the 
early pioneer issues, and more infor- 
mation on these should be tabulated 
as research and collecting join forces 
for the better enlightenment of the 
hobby. 


EDGAR SCOTT 
Early Post Card Publisher 
As Reported by Winifred Gates 


Mrs. Winifred Gates of Worcester, 
Mass., sent us a clipping from the 
Springfield, Mass., paper of prior 
to 1940 (the exact date was not in- 
cluded, except the heading ‘Amherst, 
March 16”). It is a very interesting 
account of the Photographer, Edgar 
Scott, whose name appears on many 
old post cards of the Rotograph type 
as “Scott Photo (Germany). ‘lhe 
article was written by a newspaper 
reporter (not an authority on post 
cards), who received his information 
from friends and neighbors of Scott. 
The article claims that Scott origin- 
ated the post card. Yet in a later 
paragraph information of more ac- 
curate nature would contradict the 
claim. Mrs. Gates has this to say 
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about the clipping: “Enclosed is a 
clipping from a Springfield (Mass.) 
paper, saved by my mother not laier 
than 1940. The reporter’s claim is 
bit extravagant in the first sen- 
‘ences, but the story of Mr. Scott 
is accurate. I think it will interest 
vou.” We have seen the elaims about 
Scott in print before, and are glad 
‘o have someone who remembers him 
to vouch for the part of the story 
hat is true. However, although he 
eems not to be the originator, he 
vidently was the originator of local 
card views for Amherst, and for a 
wide area in that vicinity. Also 
he used unique methods to get his 
cards distributed, and seemingly con- 
tributed more than his share toward 
increasing the popularity of the view 
ecard. His cards are worth collecting 
as good photos, good cards, and for 
their historic value as early cards. 
We quote from the item: 


“The shopkeeper who sold Mr. 
Scott’s picture prints of local scenes 
suggested that he put out some in 
he form of post cards and see what 
response the public woulé make. With 
some hesitation and no real belief 
in the project he did put out a lot 
of some 1200 printed from half-tone 
ngravings. They found a ready sale. 
But the store men continued to look 
upon it as a fad, with a ‘life interest 
of perhaps two years.

“Soon, however, some higher-grade 
prints appeared on the market. These 
were made in Germany and were so 
excellent that they soon drove the 
half-tones out of business. One of 
Mr. Scott’s friends wrote to a firm 
in Dresden, Germany. In due time, 
Mr. Scott received a letter offering 
to make his prints by their gelatin 
process.” 


“This concern put out at that time 
about 100,000,000 cards per year.” 


This paragraph contradicts the 
claim to originality, for it shows 
that the post card industry was 
highly developed, abroad before Mr. 
Scott began. 


According to the article, and to Mrs. 
Gates, Scott was certainly important 
and outstanding among the pioneers 
of photography and post card produc- 
tion in this country. Mr. Scott’s sales 
methods were unusual. He rode a 
bicycle and went from outlet to outlet 
taking care of this stock and renewing 
items that had sold out, thus relieving 
the store keepers of much bookkeep- 
ing. His route included Amherst, 
Mount Holyoke, Massachusetts State, 
and Smith Colleges. To old-timers, 
Edgar Scott and his bicycle are as 
well remembered as his post cards. 


Mrs. Gates once gathered a small 
collection of the Scott cards and pre- 
sented them, along with photographs 
used by her father in a History of Am- 
herst, to the Jones Library at Am- 
herst. As Mrs. Gates reports: “This 
was all really ancient, because the col- 
lege is now in the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, growing by leaps and 
bounds, and carrying the old town 
with it.”

FAMILY MINERALS

many a sapphire or emerald on “my 
Lady’s” dinner ring may not be dia- 
monds at all but quartz crystals cut 
in facets and showing up almost as 
brilliantly as diamonds.

Lately, quartz has been cut into 
star shapes and used as_ear-ring 
pieces and pendants most effectively. 
They are true gem materials and the 
wearer has the satisfaction of know- 
ing she is wearing “the real thing” 
and not a synthetic. 

One of the ways of telling them 
apart is that quartz always has that 
“cold” feeling of true rock, where-as 
the synthetic usually does not.

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most synthetics ‘will not scratch glass, 
but crystal will, readily. 

Other types ‘of gem materials in 
the crystal group are amethyst (lav- 
ender quartz crystals), citrene (yel- 
low to orange clear crystals), smokey 
quartz (as the name implies) and fer- 
ruginous quartz which is rusty color 
from disseminated iron oxide in it. 
For gem use amethyst, the best of 
which comes from Uruguay and 
Brazil is found in Maine, So. Dakota, 
Michigan, Arizona, California, and in 
lesser amounts or poor in quality in 
most of the mountain states. 

Fine citrene has been found in 
Washington State, and New Mexico, 
but the best comes from Brazil. 

Smokey Quartz is found in varying 
areas. But the best is imported. 

Rutilated quartz has fine hair-like 
rutile crystals inclosed within it. Sa- 
genitic quartz, while more commonly 
found in agates, is also found in cry- 
stal. The enclosed material may be 
iron oxide in fern-like form, or other 
minerals. These types are becoming 
increasingly scarce and are quite the 
collector’s items. 

One of the important types of mas- 
sive crystalline quartz is rose-quartz. 
It is found in most mountainous 
states. South Dakota has a number of 
areas producing good quality but in 
most deposits which have been worked 
commercially, dynamite has been used 
which has shattered the quartz so 
usually only small clear stones with- 
out fractures can be obtained. Russia 
produces beautiful rose quartz but 
that source seems remote at present. 

A last type of rather common oc- 
curance is aventurine quartz, found in 
Colorado, California, and in various 
South American countries. It is green 
with tiny inclusions of mica which 
reflect light, giving it an unique ap- 
pearance. 

Many minerals are inclosed in 
quartz at times. The “gold-stone” 
which is glass with fine copper fil- 
ings in it imitates some true gold- 
stone. In central Washington, the 
writer found two types. One resem- 
bles the glass material but is brown 
quartz with fine crystals of marca- 
site disseminated through it. The 
_ has fine pyrite crystals inclos- 
ed.

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In California near Nipomo, marca- 
site is found in both crystalline and 
the amorphous quartz, probably the 
finest found anywhere. That is when 
it IS GOOD. It takes a polish with- 
out undercutting and the result, par- 
ticularly in clear quartz, is striking- 
ly beautiful. The enclosed marcasite 
is in feathery, or fern-like form and 
bright yellowish metallic color. You, 
in your hunting trips, may find other 
types. 

In areas such as the Mother Lode 
of California, look out for quartz cry- 
stals with water bubbles, that is, 
small cavities right in the crystal 
are partially filled with water. These 
are prized collector’s items. Tourma- 
line, epidote, garnet and other cry- 
stals are found in quartz crystals, so 
be on the look-out for them. Next 
month we ‘will note some of the uni- 
que types of quartz and some true 
rarities,

As much effort was expended by 
this artist in perfecting wax models 
is in completing the finished work 
and in some cases the model was su- 
oerior, inasmuch as Cellini seemed 
better fitted to work on a small scale. 
for example, there is the wax model 
of Perseus preserved in the Museo 
Nazionale in the Florentine Bargello 
which is acknowledged to do far more 
credit to the genius of Cellini than 
the more ambitious statue of Perseus 
in the Piazza della Signoria. This 
model is no doubt the one referred 
to when Cellini says: "I gladly set 
myself to made the said model (for 
the Duke Cosimo I de’ Medici) and 
in a few weeks I had completed it 
of the height of about a braccio. It 
was of yellow wax, very suitably fin- 
ished; it was excellently executed 
with very great care and skill.” With 
that statement, art critics seem to 
find little quarrel. But with his nar- 
rative concerning the small.model of 
Neptune, Cellini is once again the 
braggart: .’They saw my small 
model of Neptune, and of the foun- 
tain, which the Duchess had never 
seen before that time. And it achieved 
so much power in the eyes of the 
Duchess that she at once raised a 
cry of indescribable astonishment and 
turning to the Duke she said: “In 
the course of my life I have never 
imagined anything a tenth part of 
such beauty.” At these words the 
Duke kept saying many times: ‘Oh! 
Did I not tell you so?’ And so amongst 
themselves they discoursed about it 
for some time to my great credit.” 

The aim of Cellini’s work seems to 
have been either “splendid” or “ex- 
quisite” rather than be graceful or

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delicate. To many artists there is a 
want of ‘refinement in his overcrowd- 
ed detail, a want of repose in the 
constraint of his postures, a want 
of modesty, order and proportion in 
the attenuation of some of his fig- 
ures and in the heavy clumsiness of 
others. As for his famous Autobiog- 
raphy, the writing has been analyzed 
by one wag as fifty percent of the 
truthfulness of a story- -teller, twenty- 
five percent, a gossipy letter writer, 
fifteen percent, the thoughts of a man 
with a grievance, and ten percent, 
the expression of a deliberate liar 
with a morbid and malignant charac- 
ter. Yet in the opinion of Horace Wal- 
pole, the book is more amusing than 
a novel and surpasses other literature 
for the delight it affords the reader. 
Some authorities consider that Cel- 
lini’s pen surpassed his chisel, just 
as Vasari’s book is immeasurably su- 
perior to his works of art. Despite 
all criticism Cellini cannot be crowd- 
ed from his place as a master-work- 
er in miniature. He has alternately 
been branded a murderer, thief and 
a counterfeiter; more lenient judges of 
his moral character have described 
him as a devout Catholic who made 
bad use of his free will, but withal 
he was an.artist of no mean accom- 
plishment. In the whole history of 
art, no period was of greater interest 
than his own. He lived in the days 
of Raphael, Leonardo da Vinci; among 
his acquaintances was Titian, among 
his friends was Michael Angelo. 
Crumbs of praise from this great 
master spurred Cellini on to greater 
efforts. In his Treatises, he relates, 
“T once fashioned a medal for a cer- 
tain Giorlamo Marretti, Sienese; and 
on this medal was a Hercules rend- 
ing the jaws of the lion. Both Her- 
cules and lion had I wrought in such 
high relief that they only just touched 
the background by means of the ti- 
niest attachments ... and brought to 
such a height of delicacy and finish 
of design that our mighty Michael

Angelo himself came to my very work 
shop to see it, and when he had 
looked at it a ‘minute or so, he 1% 
order to encourage me, said: ‘lf this 
work were made in great, whether 
of marble or of bronze, and tash- 
ioned with as exquisite design as this, 
it would astonish the world and even 
in its present size it seems to me so 
beautiful that I do not think ever a 
goldsmith of the ancient world fash- 
ioned aught to come up to it!’ These 
words stiffened me up just, and gave 
me the greatest longing to work, not 
only in the smaller things but to 
try larger things also. For, thought 
I, words such as these, coming from 
so great a man, can but have the fol- 
lowing meaning: Had the figures been 
tried on a large scale I should not 
have produced them with near such 
beauty as on a small....’ 

The volume from which this last 
quotation was taken is entitled, The 
Treatises of Benvenuto Cellini on 
Goldsmithing Sculpture. Chapter 
twelve, which should interest many 
collectors, concerns what Cellini des- 
ignates as Minuterie Work, giving 
Cellini’s own description of his meth- 
ods of working on small scale objects.

THE ARMY ANT 

A site in many respects ideal for 
studies of the strange ways of life 
of the army ant, whose vast soldier- 
like columns sweep through the jungle 
destroying all animal life in their 
paths that cannot escape, is Barro 
Colorado Island, the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s tropical wildlife preserve 


and biological laboratory in the Ca- 
nal zone. 
This is the opinion of Dr. T. C. 


Schneirla, of the American Museum 
of Natural History, one of the coun- 
try’s foremost authorities on these 
fantastic insects, who now is conclud- 
ing his eighth expedition there. These 
expeditions started in 1932, at which 
time Dr. Schneirla located the island’s 
major colonies and mapped their 
trails. With each expedition he is 
discovering more details of the inti- 
mate life of these colonies and the 
mechanisms, sometimes seemingly 
mystical, by which they operate. 

There now are two species of these 
army ants on the island. ‘ach has 
at present approximately fifty colo- 
nies, nearly all of which Dr. Schneir- 
la has located. He literally keeps 
track of them from day to day 
and night to night. Each colony con- 
sists of from a few hundred thousand 
to more than a million individuals. 
Each has a single queen who lays 
all the eggs. There is a new 
brood of larvae every thirty-three 
days, all workers or incompletely de- 
veloped females. Further develop- 
ment is restricted by the amount of 
food available. Each brood consists 
of about 60,000 individuals. With 
such a birth rate a colony theoreti- 
cally might reach titanic proportions. 
Actually, Dr. Schneirla says, it does 
little more than maintain population, 
since the death rate of the soldier 
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ants, in constant combat, is very 
heavy. 

Once each year, at the start of the 
dry season in the Tropics, the colony 
queen produces a sexual brood con- 
sisting of about 3,000 males and six 
queens. The rest of the 60,000 eggs 
laid at this time are incapable of 
hatching and are fed to the newly 
born sexed individuals. They appar- 
ently have some of the nutritional 
properties of the royal jelly fed to 
queen bees. This sexual brood is pro- 
duced during what Dr.  Schneirla 
calls a statory period, when the 
“army” maintains a fixed bivouac for 
about three weeks. During this time 
the new queens develop, and around 
at least one of them a new group 
of workers, about half the whole, 
tends to congregate. A _ strange 
antagonism seems to develop between 
this group and those that surround 
the old queen. Eventually the colony 
divides in two and each half starts 
moving in opposite directions. The 
other new queens are lost in the 


shuffle. 
Most of the newly developed males 
are “excess baggage.” During the 


winged, or mating, stage they fly in- 
to the forest, where the great ma- 
jority of them are eaten by birds. 
When the surviving ants light on a 
tree, on the ground, or on some other 
object, the wings drop off or are 
rubbed off. Then they apparently 
wander about aimlessly until they 
come to an army ant trail, ‘which 
they recognize by the odor and follow 
until they reach the colony which 
has made it. If this happens to be 
one of the colonies of their own rela- 
tives they probably are killed by the 
‘workers. If it happens to be an 
entirely foreign colony they may, or 
may not, be accepted. This apparen- 
tly is one of nature’s mechanisms 
for introducing new genes into the 
strain. 

Dr. Schneirla’s most difficult and 
arduous work is in keeping track of 
the dividing colonies. It often is 
necessary to watch all night, with 
intermittent sleep, in a jungle ham- 
mock stretched between trees near 
the ant bivouac.

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The raiding activities of a colony 
are carried out during the day from 
a central headquarters. During the 
daytime the raiding individuals re- 
turn to the colony from their forays 
and by dusk all have returned. At 
night the bivouac is changed, the 
whole colony moving forward along 
an extension of one of the trails 
blazed by the raiders. A new head- 
quarters is thus established, some- 
times only a few yards and some- 
times hundreds of yards from the 
old one. A colony moves for six 01 
seven hours before striking a new 
bivouac. Not infrequently, if neo 
promising site is found, it moves 
from dusk to dawn. 

This would seem like constant ac- 
tivity, too strenuous even for the 
constitution of an army ant. Actually, 
Dr. Schneirla says, the  individua! 
workers probably get plenty of rest. 
Each colony is divided into two units 
—the raiders and those who consti- 
tute the structural unit. The walls 
of the “headquarters” are made up 
of their bodies. These “living bricks” 
do nothing throughout the days. They 
may be asleep; at least thev are im- 
mobile. When the raiders return at 
dusk the structural unit breaks up 
and the individuals lead the migra- 
tion to a new bivouac. The erstwhile 
raiders follow leisurely in the rear 
and in turn become the structural 
“og when a stopping place is selec- 
ed. 


ANCIENT LIFE IN COLUMBIA 


Fragments of the animal life of 
approximately 45,000,000 years ago— 
reptile and mammal bones from the 
late Eocene or early Oligocene geo- 
logical eras — have been discovered 
for the first time in central Mexico. 
They were found by Carl Fries, Jr., 
of the U. S. Geological Survey, and 
subsequent vollecting done by Dr. D. 
S. Dunkle, of the U. S. National Mu- 
seum, and are described in a report 
recently issued by the Smithsonian 
Institution by Fries, Claude W. Hib- 
pard, and Dunkle. 

The bones date from a period when 
relative newcomers on 
earth, were beginning to be differ- 
entiated into types roughly recogniz- 
able as ancestral forms of extant 
major groups. This interval of geo- 
logic time is best represented so far 
as the New World is concerned, in 
the Great Plains and Rocky Moun- 
tains regions of our West where some 
of the most important discoveries of 
fossil backboned animals yet known 
have been found. From the United 
States southward through Mexico and 
Central America, there has been a 
complete break in knowledge until 
the trail of ancient life is picked up 
again in Colombia. 

Thus the finding of bone fragments 
of an iguana, of ratlike animals, 
and of a tapirlike animal in the Mexi- 
can state of Guanajuato tends to 
bridge a long geographical gap which 
may prove of considerable importance 
in reconstructing ancient geological 
history and, from a practical view- 
point, in interpreting ore deposits as- 
sociated with the late Eocene, or 
“dawn,” period.

PLAYING 
CARDS 
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University & College Issues 


Universities and colleges are such 
familiar institutions we accept their 
issues of Playing Cards without giv- 
ing much thought to them. Actually 
playing cards have been issued bear- 
ing the arms of universities for the 
past century. 


Oxford University had its origin 
in the 12th century at the site of a 
castle, a royal palace and,an abbey. 
The city of Oxford, about 50 miles 
northwest of London, is important 
exclusively as the seat of the great 
university. 


Cambridge University, another 
great university of England had its 
beginning in the 12th century in the 
“schools” of Monks in the city of 
Cambridge. It gained importance 
early in the 13th century when Ox- 
ford was closed and many of the stu- 
dents transferred to Cambridge. 


The playing cards of these two 
universities are tamiliar to collec- 
tors. A square corner card issued 
C 1860 to 1870, and again in the 
1890’s but with rounded corners 
though still on the same stiff card- 
board used by English manufacturers 
prior to 1900, reads, “Alma Mater 
Cantabrigia” (Latin name for Cam- 
bridge), above the arms, and below 
“Founded A.D. 915.” The date is 
possibly the date the Monks founded 
their school. 


A later issue has the arms of Cam- 
bridge in the center and the arms 
of 18 colleges around it. One card 
has a medium light blue background 
and border. There is a card with the 
arms of “King’s College,” and anoth- 
er with “St. John’s College,” each of 
Cambridge University. Both of the 


above arms are on the Cambridge 
card. 


There are numerous issues of Ox- 
ford University, many with the arms 
of their colleges surrounding the 
arms of Oxford. One of these cards, 
which seems to be the older, has a 
light blue background and white bor- 
der with the arms of 22 colleges sur- 
rounding the Arms of Oxford Uni- 
versity. In another similar issue the 
Oxford Arms are larger, and the 
background is a medium light green. 
This issue which appears to be a 
later issue than the previous one, has 
three different colors of border— 
white, navy and a black border. 


An issue which appears to be sev- 
eral years older than the last describ- 
ed has just the arms of Oxford in the 
center but it used much gold, roses, 
leaves and scroll work to decorate 
the card and the color is royal blue 
on white, with white border. There 
are other cards with the arms of the 
various colleges of Oxford. The old 
cards are not too common and are 
much sought by the collectors who 
are interested in the University and 
College Series. 


These are only a few of the cards 
—all are wide ones—of these two 
famous universities of England. 


Our own universities have a simi!ar 
record though the earliest issues of 
Harvard and Yale were issued in Eng- 
land about the turn of the century 
or possibly in the 1890’s. 


The first university of importance 
founded in the United States ‘was 
Harvard, founded in 1636 at Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. William and 
Mary College, Williamsburg, Virginia 





was second, and was established in 
1698. Yale followed soon after and 
was founded in 1701 at New Haven, 
Connecticut. Princeton was founded 
in 1746 at Princeton, New Jersey. 
Columbia University, New York, was 
founded in 1754. It is the largest of 
our universities. 

Rutgers University, New Bruns- 
wick, New Jersey, was founded ia 
1766 as Queens College under King 
George III through leaders from the 
Dutch Reformed Church. All church 
affiliations were severed in 1825 and 
the name ‘was changed to Rutgers in 
honor of Henry Rutgers, a Revolu- 
tionary Captain. Dartmouth was es- 
tablished in 1769 at Hanover, New 
Hampshire. 


The above seven universities are 
the earliest established of the largest 
and better known schools today. Ap- 
proximately 125 colleges have issued 
playing cards with their arms or em- 
blems known to collectors. There are 
probably many more of them, not so 
well known. 


The earliest cards in the writer’s 
collection of United States schools 
are the pair of Yale and Harvard, 
made in England in the 1890’s, or at 
the latest about 1900. 1890 is more 
apt to be the date than 1900. Har- 
vard has the red in the seal while 
Yale has the blue. Princeton and Yale 
cards seem to be the first made in the 
United States with the all important 
Tiger head and they are both copy- 
righted 1896.

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The Cheer Queens of Harvard and 
Yale must not be overlooked. The 
Harvard girl is in red, wearing a 
fur scarf and mutt, the Yale an blue. 
Each wave their respective pennants 
with an “H” or “Yale” on it. ‘These 
appear to have been issued about 
1905. 

Another card has just the “Yale” 
on a biue pennant with blue lines as 
rays emanating from the flag evenly 
in all directions to tne biue band that 
forms a border. The background and 
border are in white. Yale is rep- 
resented on another card, a reversible, 
with a blue pennant at either end 
bearing the word “Yale,” and the 
seal of the school in the center. This 
is all on a tan background with a 
wide blue band framing the whole, 
which also forms a border. 


Princeton is represented by one of 
the earliest United States issues man- 
ufactured for a university. There may 
have been others but only the two 
herein described have come to the at- 
tention of the writer. The background 
of this issue is in orange and all 
printing is in black. The Tiger head 
with the mortar-board is in the cen- 
ter with the orange and black flags. 
Copyright 1896, 

A much later issue that seems to 
belong to a series of university cards 
shows the Tiger head in the center 
medallion, minus the mortar-board, 
and two pennants at either end in 
orange and black each with the let- 
ter “P.” This is on a light tan back- 
ground with a wide gold band. Orange 
and black lines form the frame. There 
is a self color tan border. 

The University of Pennsylvania 
has a red and black pennant at top 
and bottom of card with Houston 
Hall in the center on a tan back- 
ground. Red and blue wide stripes 
form a frame. It has a light tan bor- 
der. 

The University of Pittsburgh pen- 
nant is on a card with what appears 
to be a pennant for Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology and one which 
may be Duquesne University, all of 
Pittsburgh, as there are three differ- 
ent pennants with the Block House 
in a center oval. (If an alumnus of 
this city reads this the writer will 
appreciate the information on this 
card — see illustration). 


Cornell University at Ithaca, New 
York, in the beautiful Finger-Lake 
region, has a red pennant in each 
corner with the letter “C,” and oars 
crossed on each side of the card. This 
is on a medium light green back- 
ground. The bust portrait of Ezra 
Cornell, for whom the school was 
named when founded in 1865, is the 
center medallion. 


Harvard had another issue which 
was one of the above series, with the 
red pennants flashing a white “H,” 
in either corner on a medium green 
background. The seal of the school is 
in the center, top and bottom with 
“Memorial Hall, Harvard” in a large 
center circle. A line of black and a 
band of deep red form a frame for 
the pink border. 
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These are only a sample of the 
wide cards issued for the universi- 
ties and colleges. Undoubtedly many 
others will be reported as they are 
found in old trunks and as their own- 
ers become sufticiently aware of the 
Playing Card Collectors to submit 
their cards to the collectors. The is- 
sues described to this point are all 
prior to 1920. 

The University and College {ssues 
after 1920 were generally the new 
whist size. These became popular 
through the persistance of the new 
issues by A. Dougherty which in- 
cluded the Marguerite Series, better 
mown today as the Old Flower is- 
ues, also those by the U.S. Playing 
Jard Company, and a few issues by 
the New York Consolidated Company, 
20w known as the Narrow Name se- 
‘ies. These were being issued concur- 
-ently with the Wide Pictorial Series 
from 1918 to 1922, when most of the 
wide series were dropped and the 
Narrow Names continued until about 
1928. Then the designs were changed 
and the names generally dropped. 

The period from 1928 to 1932 saw 
many lovely issues with gold or sil- 
ver background and the design in 
some color or black. These cards are 
yery lovely when fresh but if not 
properly taken care of the gold ones 
tarnish badly. 

The narrow or bridge size were 
issued from 1920 and the earliest 
bridge size had bands of trim much 
on the order of the Narrow Name 
cards so they can be spotted in a 
collection. These are not very plenti- 
ful. 

The gold standard of 1932 quick- 
ly eliminated the issues with the gold 
background — though they were con- 
tinued until the stock on hand was

used. During the great depression the 
cards were of a very simple design. 

In the late 1930’s sepia and black 
and white photos were quite popular 
and appear showing the various Halls, 
Alumni buildings, Memorials Sports 
arenas or “Bowls.” In the 1940’s as 
a war measure the White Corners ap- 
peared. The first ones had a frame 
formed by a white and gold line or 
sometimes a black and gold Ifine. 

These were quickly dropped and the 
lines remained white and black, with 
the square in the corner white. The 
cards were issued in from one to six 
various colors, all with either white 
or black printing, generally black. 
These are a great favorite with some 
collectors though there is nothing 
of beauty in them as in the earlier 
issues. Some of the latest series which 
have appeared in natural colors show 
views of the buildings or campus. 

It is probable we are entering in 
a new series of cards which promise 
to be the most attractive since the 
wide series. It will take a few years 
to prove what the current series 
will be. 

The fraternities, sororities and 
Greek letter societies must not be 
overlooked because they are definitely 
a part of the schools. 

The first Greek letter fraternity 
was formed on the night of Decem- 
ber 5, 1776 in the Apollo Room of 
the Raleigh Tavern, Williamsburg, 
Virginia, by men from the William 
and Mary College and was named Phi 
Beta Kappa, usually translated as 
“Love of Wisdom” (or philosophy) 
“the Guide of Life” and involved se- 
cret ritual and hand clasp. It became 
honorary in 1826 and a society in 
1875 when the first women members 
were elected. Its membership was ap- 
proximately 110,000 in 1948. It is the 
largest in the United States. 

Kappa Alpha Society was estab- 
lished in 1825 at Union College, Sche- 
nectady, New York. It was followed 
by Sigma Phi and Delta Phi, estab- 
lished at the same school in 1827. 
These three were referred to as the 
“Union Triad.” In later years three

others were formed at Union College

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and the six were responsible for the 
title “Mother of Fraternities.” 


An early card of the bridge size 
was a gold crest or medaliion on 
black background with a silver frame 
for the University of Colorado. Yale, 
Columbia, Princeton, Harvard, Cor- 
nell, University of Pennsylvania and 
University of New York were each 
one of a series of cards with a diag- 
onal line across the card showitig the 
second color, and the crest or seal of 
the school in the upper half. Vassar 
issued a beautiful pair in pmk and 
silver with the cards showing reversed 
colors to make the pair. 


Stephens College, Columbia, Mis- 
souri, issued an effective pair. One 
in black with a wide silver band on 
the left side of the card, and a young 
woman lighting a tall candle can 
barely be seen in the faint light of 
the match. The mate has gold band 
and outline instead of silver. There 
are several other issues but this one 
seems the most unusual or outstand- 
ing. 

Wellesley College has issued many 
using either the gold or silver with 
color, sometimes with their seal some- 
times with a building or tower. 

The issues for the universities and 
colleges make a most interesting col- 
lection. With a little effort and atten- 
tion one can soon build a collection 
of these cards to a thousand, possibly 
more, and the collector will feel more 
than amply repaid for the history 
as told by the cards.

The above description of the Car- 
roll Armorial Bearing is registered in 
Burke’s General Armory under the 
spelling “O’Carroll,” with the follow- 
ing explanation: “O’Carroll (Carrolls- 
town, Maryland U.S. America; de- 
scended from Charles O’Carroll, At- 
torney-General for Maryland, where 
he got a grant of 60,000 acres, the 
son of Roger and the grandson of Sir 
Maolroona O’Carroll, knighted March 
1, 1608).” Also, “O’Carroll (Mary- 
land, U.S. America, a branch of 
O’Carroll, of Ely O’Carroll, descended 
from Roney O’Carroll and James 
O’Carroll, nephews of Sir Daniel 
O’Carroll, Knt. of St. Jago, in Spain, 
who emigrated to St. Kitts, West In- 
dies, temp. Queen Anne).” 

The N.E. Historic Genealogical So- 
ciety’s Roll of Arms ascribes the Arms 
to “Charles Carroll, of the Inner Tem- 
ple; of Litterlouna, King’s County, 
Ireland, and of Maryland about 1686.” 


Carroll Coat-of-Arms 


By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms 
A red (gules) shield on which are 
charged two silver (argent) lions fac- 
ing each other (combatant) support- 
ing a sword of natural color (proper) 
pomel and hilt gold (or). The crest 
is a hawk with a gold (or) bell stand- 
ing on the stump of an oak tree that 
is sprouting new branches. The stump, 
branches and hawk are all in natural 
color or ‘‘proper.” 

The lion is the king of beasts, em- 
blematical of service to his country 
and deathless courage. 

The sword is a weapon fitted for 
execution and justice, the true em- 
blem of military honor and meant to 
incite the bearer to a just and gener- 
ous pursuit of honor and virtue in 
warlike deeds. 

The trunk of a tree has from an- 
cient times been considered an ob- 
ject of veneration, and the young 
sprouts typify the taking on of new 
life. 

The falcon or hawk denotes one 
eager in the pursuit of an object 
much desired, and one who is ready 
and serviceable for high affairs. The 
hawk’s bell indicates one who fears 
not to signalize his approach in either 
peace or war. 

Colors are representative of the per- 
sonal characteristics of the original 
bearer, granted only if he be worthy. 
Red signifies courage’ and magna- 
nimity; silver, sincerity and peace; 
gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind. 

The motto "In fide et in bello for- 
te” is translated “Firm in faith and 
in war.” 

Charles Carroll, born 1660, was ad- 
mitted to the Inner Temple, May 6, 
1685; emigrated to Maryland, arriv- 
ing October 1, 1688 as Attorney- 
General for Lord Baltimore. He mar- 
ried February 14, 1696, Mary Dar- 
nall (died February 5, 1742) daugh- 
ter of Col. Henry Darnall, Deputy 
Governor of Maryland and his wife 
Eleanor Hatton. Mary Darnall was 
the second wife of Charles Carroll. 
His first wife was Martha Under- 
wood who died in 1690, a year after 
their marriage. She had issue one son 
who died in infancy. 

The majority of the ten children 
of Charles and Mary seem to have 
died in infancy, but two of the sons 
who left issue are as follows: Charles, 
born April 2, 1702, died 1781; mar- 

ried Elizabeth Brooke, daughter of 


Clement and Jane (Sewall) Brooke. 
Another son, Daniel of “Duddington 
Manor,” was born October 3, 1707; 
died April 15, 1734. He married Ann, 
daughter of Notley Rozier of “Not- 
ley Hall,” Prince George’s County, 
Maryland. 

Other branches of the Carroll fam- 
ily were early settlers in Maryland. 
Eleanor (born August 5, 1732, died 
April 18, 1768), the daughter of Dan- 
iel and Ann (Rozier) Carroll, above, 
married a Daniel Carroll. This Daniel 
was the son of Daniel of Upper Marl- 
boro, Prince George’s County, Mary- 
land, who died in 1750, the son of 
Keane Carroll of Ireland. Burke’s 
Landed Gentry (1939) also mentions 
a William Carroll, born 1741 and bap- 
tized in Cork in 1762, an emigrant 
to America. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica 
(1910) gives space to two members 
of the Carroll family. One is Charles 
Carroll (1737-1832) who out-lived all 
the other signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. He “was of unusual 
ability, high character and _ great 
wealth and exercised a powerful in- 
fluence, particularly among his co- 
religionists of the Roman Catholic 
faith, and he used it to secure the 
independence of the colonies and to 
establish a stable central govern- 
ment. 

He died at Baltimore and his last 
public act being the formal ceremony 
of starting the construction of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railway in 1828. 
He always signed his name as 
“Charles Carroll of Carrollton.” 


John Carroll, American Roman 
Catholic prelate, was born at Upper 
Marlborough, Prince George’s Coun- 
ty, Maryland in 1735 the son of 
wealthy Catholic parents and a cou- 
sin of Charles Carroll “of Carroll- 
ton.” Both John and his cousin were 
friends of Benjamin Franklin. The 
Encyclopaedia states “He (John) may 
well be reckoned the greatest figure 
in the Roman Catholic Church of the 
United States.” 


I am not going any further into 
the American descendants of the var- 
ious Carroll lines as I find much con- 
fusion and contradiction. For this ar- 
ticle I have only the material in my 
home library with which to work, 
Newberry Library being closed this 
month (August) for repairs. As I 
can, not check other sources I do not 
want to take a chance on putting 
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into print any erroneous statements. 


Remember the July heat wave we had 
over the country? In Chicago we had 
nineteen days with the temperature 
over 90 degrees—and then we ran 
out of July. Consequently, in July 
when I should have been compiling 
this material I was busy doing as 
little as possible. 

Sources that I would search if I 
had access to them would include: 
The History of Dorchester Co., Mary- 
land; Hansen’s Old Kent Maryland; 
Rowland’s Life of Charles Carroll; 
Warfield’s Maryland; the Baltimore 
Sun for May 1, 1604 and February 
19, 1905; and the Lee Genealogy 
(1895). Mackenzie’s Colonial Fam- 
ilies of the United States, volumes 1, 
2, 3 and 4, all contain Carroll ma- 
terial, but I find discrepancies. 

As the newly elected State Libra- 
rian for the Illinois Society of the 
Daughters qf American Colonists, I 
have custody of the lineage books, 
and I find them very fascinating. 
I was surprised to find no one had 
established eligibility through the 
Carrolls.

Washington, including an outline of 
his genealogy in his own hand. There 
are about 350 letters of Thomas Jeff- 
erson. 

One of the very interesting Revo- 
lutionary items is Benedict Arnold’s 
letter to Lord North, petitioning for 
financial assistance. Arnold reminds 
Lord North of his services to Eng- 
land and mentions that he received 
only £6,000 ($30,000) for his efforts 
to “ ... put a fortunate end to the 
War in America.” This letter had 
been listed many years ago in an 
English catalog for only thirty 
pounds ($150.00). Dr. Rosenbach 
noticed it and immediately cabled to 
his brother in London to purchase the 
letter. Dr. Rosenbach’s brother se- 
cured the letter and the next day the

Mr. DePuy bought the Arnold 
letter at that price. Three years 
later the letter was sold at auction 
for $2,850! 

Regarding American Independence, 
the Library has a letter of King 
George III to Lord Townshend, au- 
thorizing the dispatch to the Ameri- 
can peace commissioners (Adams, 
Franklin, and Jay) of the preliminary 
articles of peace between Great Bri- 
tain and the United States. 

The Library has the journals of 
John Andre and Aaron Burr. In its 
Rufus King Collection covering the 
period 1796-1802 are over 600 letters 
and documents of John Quincy 
Adams, Timothy Pickering, and 
James Madison. 

In the Civil War period the Library 
has over 200 letters, documents and 
manuscripts of Lincoln and sixty- 
eight letters of Mary Todd Lincoln. 
Among the Lincoln letters is his let- 
ter of May 25, 1861, to the parents 
of Colonel Elmer E. Ellsworth, the 
first Union officer to die in the Civil 
War. 

The Library possesses the papers of 
Lincoln’s bodyguard, Ward H. Lamon. 
Included is a pass which Lamon wish- 
ed Lincoln had never signed: 

“Allow the bearer, W. H. Lamon 

and friend with ordinary bag- 

gage to pass from — 
to Richmond and return 

April 11, 1865 A. LINCOLN” 


Three days later, during Lamon’s 
absence, Lincoln was murdered. 

Additional historical material is in 
the John Fiske papers. Here are most 
of the books and manuscripts gather- 
ed by John Fiske as source material 
for his writings on American history. 

It would be impossible to single out 
any literary item as the jewel of the 
Library, but among the Huntington’s 
choice literary manuscripts surely 
must be mentioned the notebooks of 
Coleridge, the copy of “Annabel Lee” 
in Poe’s handwriting, and the origin- 
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al autograph manuscript of Walden 
by Henry David Thoreau, with the 
proofs corrected by the author. 


Mr. Huntington’ collection of paint- 
ings and books is as distinguished as 
his manuscript collection. The Guten- 
berg Bible owned by the Library is 
one of twelve known copies on vel- 
lum. There is a rich hoard of Caxton 
books and over 700 unique copies of 
books printed between 1475 and 1640. 


The Library’s main exhibits are 
open to the public. Its great collec- 
tions are available for scholars. While 
not many collectors can equal Mr. 
Huntington’s record of spending 
$6,000,000 in six years on books and 
manuscripts, all collectors can ad- 
mire and enjoy Mr. Huntington’s
